MOSCOW WAGES CAMPAIGN FOR NORDIC NUCLEAR-WEAPONS FREE ZONE 
Hamburg DER SPIEGEL in German 13 Jul 81 pp 83-85 


[Unattributed article: "Good Terrain--Moscow Proposes a Nuclear-Weapons Free 
Zone in Northern Europe--Special Case or Tactics?"] 


[Text] While East and West were locked in disputes about arming, counterarming 
and counter-counterarming, a noise was heard from a northerly direction. 


Finnish social democrat Aimo Kairamo, editor-in-chief of the party newspaper 
SUOMEN SOS LAALIDEMOKRAATTI, had started a personal campaign some months ago. Via 
his Soviet contacts, he sent two questions to the Kremlin and requested an 
“authoritative reply." 


The first question was somewhat rhetorical: what possibilities does Moscow per- 
ceive for creating a northern nuclear weapons free zone? The second question was 
more of a challenge: would the USSR be prepared to facilitate establishment of 

such a zone by giving supplementary assurances which would include Soviet terri- 


tory? 


After a delay of several months, a personal reply arrived from CPSU General 
Secretary Leonid Brezhnev. 


His reply to the first question was rhetorical as well: “The commitment which the 
USSR is prepared co undertake" would be a contractual obligation not to deploy 
Soviet nuclear weapens initially against countries within a nuclear weapons free 
zone. 


Of much greater importance however was a clause which Brezhnev chose to disguise 
within a subsidiary sentence: he did not exclude the possibility of including 
neighboring Soviet territories in any negotiations. 


And such negotiations might even include other “interested” states--i.e., not only 
the governments of northern states, but also the other nuclear superpower, the 
United States of America, or its European allies. 


While the whole world was still trying to figure out just what the Russians had 
come up with, a North German socialist simply put the question to Moscow: the 
former adoptive Norwegian, Willy Brandt. 











The SPD chief's primary objective for going to Moscow was to find out whether the 
USSR would be prepared to take measures desigaed to make NATO counterarming un- 
necessary. He found out that Moscow was for the very first time discussing the 
possibility of withdrawing its SS-20 missiles (DER SPIEGEL, 28/1981). 


Brezhnev himself opened the subject of the Northern Zone in their talk, because he 
considers Brandt to be an individual who “understands what Northern Europe is all 
about,” 


Brezhnev told Brandt that it was of course understood that “such an area in 
Northern Europe from which nuclear weapons were to be eliminated would include 
some Soviet territory." 


However, this position was not only not self-evident--it was entirely unprecedented. 
Up until then, Moscow had categorically declined to include Soviet territory in a 
nuc lear weapons free Northern Zone, which the Northern Europeans had tong yearned 
for. 


The reason for this was that Moscow maintains one of the world's greatest military 
bases on the Kola peninsula next door to Finland. It contains SS-1 and SS-12 
missiles; further south are medium range SS-4 and SS-5 missiles. In addition, it 
is the home port of the Soviet Northern Fleet, whose nuclear missiles are minly 
targeted for the other nuclear giant, the United States. 


It could be that the Soviet military has siaply come to the conclusion that in the 
atomic era such a heavy concentration of forces is inappropriate, since it could 
be eliminated by a well aimed nuclear strike by the other superpower. 


It could also be that Brezhnev's nuclear disarmament constitutes a part of a 
larger plen to cause the West to renounce its counterarming plans and to indicate 
Soviet readiness to negoriate on previously non-negotiable matters. 


Swedish and Norwegian political experts even believe that there is a possibility 
for Moscow to offer the withdrawal from the Baltic of the six nuclear missile- 
carrying "Golf" class submarines, or the establishment of a militarily “diluted” 
zone in the immediate vicini@ of the Scandinavian states, i.e. in the Leningrad 
Soviet Defense Sector. e 


in view of its differentiated political configuration, Northern Europe might 

appear to the Soviets as a particularly attractive political-military special 
situation: Finland has a special relationship with Moscow which severely res- 
tricts its political maneuverab'lity; Sweden is strictly neutral; Norway end 
Denmark hav~ a special status ..thin NATO; Denmark is also a member of the European 
Community. 


But all of them feel threatened by the Soviet arms buildup. None of them has 
nuclear weapons, unlike their next door neighbor to the East. 


Very shortly after Brezhnev's hint of an offer to the Finnish social democrat 
newspaper, Denmark's foreign minister Kjeld Olesen referred to the “exaggerated 
deployment of modern SS-20 missiles, which are within reach of every point in the 
Northern Zone." 


Even neutral Sweden's minister of foreign affairs, Ola Ullsten, stated during an 
official visit to Poland 4 weeks ago that Sweden had warned the Kremlin for 
several years that the “modernization” of Soviet missile systems would force NATO 
to counterarn. 


The Scandinavians have learned to be careful in their analysis of Moscow's ad- 
vances since disarmament proponent (and missile fan) Khrushchev expounded the 

idea of a nuclear weepons free northern zone for the firs: ‘ime 22 years ago. At 
that time, just prior to the U.S.-Soviet coexistence summit at Camp David, he 
proposed including the entire Scandinavian peninsula and the entire Baltic area in 
such a zone, according to his speech on 11 June 1959 in Riga. 


Two weeks later SED chief Ulbricht recommended in a speech in Rostock that the 7 me 
be expanded to all states bordering on the Baltic, including the GDR and a portion 
of the FRC. 


Four years later, immediately following the Cuban crisis, Finnish president Urho 
Kekkonen reduced this to two NATO members (Denmark and Norway), neutral Sweden and 
Finland. He did not mention Russia. 


Soviet commentators calied the inclusion of Soviet territory an “unreasonable 
demand"--and on occasion Moscow increased its chilliness toward the northern NATO 
members, even independently of the nuclear arms question. 


When NATO last year wanted to establish resupply depots for conventional forces as 
closely as possible to the East-West border in Northern Norway, Moscow unleashed a 
propaganda campaign of such intensity that the intimidated Oslc government agreed 
to establishing the depot only at a location 1,000 kilometers to the south. 


Tyere are no NATO or U.S. nuclear weapons in the NATO member states Denmark and 
Norway. Any time the United States wished to have an atomic submarine dock in a 
Norwectian fjord Oslo refused permission. On one occasion the Norwegian navy even 
forced a submarine belonging to France, whose armed forces are not integrated into 
NATO, to surface. 


Norwegian ground was well prepared for further political offensives against nuclear 
weapons. On 1 May 1981 a signature collection campaign was started in the 
northern states, demanding a nuclear weapons free zone. Its leftwing sponsors are 
looking for “several million signatures.” 


Also ir May, there was agreement between northerr social democrats and trade 
inions at a conference in Bommersvik near Stockho!m on the following resolution: 


“The Northern States are requested to seek common ground on the question of a 
northern nuclear weapons free zone, which would constitute a component of the 
efforts for nuclear disarmament within a larger European framework." 


Since then, the Scandinavian governments have adopted this proposal. At this 
woment, 60 northern pacifist women are en route on a “peace march" to Paris. Last 
wees they reached Wilideshausen, south of Bremen. 






































The Soviet \eadership now appears to come around to the thinking of those people 

who see a contradiction in terms in establishing a nuclear weapons free zone with- 
out the participation of the only national territory in Northern Europe which is 
nuclear armed. A defense consultant to the Swedish goverument stated to DER SPIEGEL 
that Brezhnev's new offer “clearly contradicts all leftwing and communist assertions 
that all requests eddressed to Moscow are useless"-—just as Moscow's offer to re- 
duce the number of missiles, if it can be taken seriously, would confirm NATO's 
position in the counterarming situation: Moscow gives in when its pressure tactics 
meet with resistance. 











ihe same Swedish defense consultant also believes that Brezhnev's offer is addi- 
tionally intended to “stir up the internal Northern peace and disarmament debate." 
And Norway's foreign minister Frydenlund informed Brandt-confidant Egon Bahr, who 
had been sent to Oslo, that a non-nuclear zone in the Northern European NATO states 
would also concern the NATO allies, who would have to be thoroughly consulted in 
the matter. 


Moscow is already sending tempting signals for an expansion of the peace zone to 
inc lude additional NATO territory. A report from a correspondent of the Soviet 
NOVOSTI news agency from Copenhagen states that Greenland (with its U.S. base 
Thule) should be “logically” included, as should be "nuclear arms depots to the 
immediate south and west of a future zone": FRG territorial waters and FRG Land 
Schleswig-Holstein, which is surrounded by the sea. 


But for all that, the Nuclear Weapons Free Northern Zone could be subject to a pit- 
fall. For all his optimism, Moscow scout Brandt expressed a worry in his Moscow 
interview with DER SPIEGEL about an “overload” of subjects for negotiation: "...it 
might happen that if everything gets thrown into the pot at the same time, the 
first item could be crushed to death by the second.”

DEFENSE COMMITTEE SECRETARY ON ARMS EXPORTS BILL

[Interview with Bruno Stegagnini (Christian Democrat), secretary of the Chamber of 
Deputies Defense Committee. Born in Rome in 1939, regular Army officer, in 1965 he 
transferred to the Carabinieri, in which he served a long time as an officer, also 
commanding a special unit of the Sassari Carabinieri Group engaged in antibanditry 
struggle in Sardegna. In 1977, he entered Parliament, replacing La Pira who had died. 
He became the first Carabiniere tobeelectec deputy. He was reelected deputy, still 
in the Florence-Pistoia district, in the June 1979 election. He is author of Bill 
Number 2434 "Rules on Limiting and Controlling Production, Holding, Export and Move- 
ment of War Material,” which is the subject of the present interview, conducted by 
Enrico Colavita] 


{(Text] After so many yearsof discussion, often ogic and biased, 
a serious, especially constructive, proposal on arms expo.it and sale 
emerges. It has been submitted, ehalf of the Christian Democratic 


Party, by Bruno Stegagnini,secretary of the Chamber Defense .ommittee. 
There is much expectation on the measure--which will be examined as 
soon as possible by Parliament--on the part of the sectors concerned, 
because it will set up organic rules for a subject on which there is 
much confusion at present, because it is subject to an infinite num- 
ber of ministerial decrees that are also extremely complex. It must 
be stated clearly that all this certainly does not work to the bene- 
fit of our industry, which employs, in the sector, over 200,000 per- 
sons and which is in the vanguard in a number of fields like the 
field of electronics and the naval field. "Above all, we must not 
underestimate,” Bruno Stegagnini, who submitted the proposal, stated, 
"the part that can be played by Italy with the exportation of wea- 
pons systems to be used primarily for defense and deterrence, through 
the support of nonalignedor allied countries, toward the maintenance 
of equilibrium, deteuate and, in the final analysis, maintenance of 
peace in the world." 


[Question] Honorable Stegagnini, on what observations is the bill submitted by you 
based? 


{Answer} A first observation on which it is based concerns the magnitude of world 
armament, which, according to estimates made in the last few years, has ranged 
around 500 trillion lire. At the same time, it should not be overlooked that a 
figure greater than $20 billion is being spent in the world for the purchase of 











military equipment by other countries abroad. That is a very respectable figure, 
if it is thought that our defense budget is about one-third of that figure and is 
a.located mostly to the operation of the military machine. Recurrent estimates put 
Italy's contribution to the world’s armament trade at around 4 percent. It is, how- 
ever, impossible to overlook the fact that the United States and the Soviet Union 
alone cover an amount that exceeds 60 percent and approaches 70 percent of world 
arms sales, making those sales a real instrument of foreign policy. In this con- 
nection, if you wish, there is a real link--although perverse--for the two super- 
powers between arms trade policy and foreign policy for defense of their own in- 
terests. We might also find this kind of link to a certain extent in French policy, 
although it is much more contradictory (especially in choices pertaining to the 

Arab world), while there does not seem to be a clearly defined political attitude 

in Italy's behavior. 


Question) Among the armament exporting nations, Italy is said to occupy one of the 
first places. This has given rise to unfavorable comments and accusations both here 
in [Italy and abroad. What is your opinion in this regard? 


\Anewer| Although it is true that with 4 percent of the exports Italy is ‘n fourth 
place om that list, it is likewise true that of the above-mentioned $2f si iiona 
good 51/7 billion are absorbed by the exports of the United States, the SR and 
France, covering 85 percent of world arms sales. We believe that the «» ‘ation 
inherent in the size of our military industry must also be realistic, because, in 
comparison with the data on exports, the same foreign sources place Italy second, 
among industrialized countries, with 12 percent of the total imports of those coun- 
tries, preceded only by Finland. In monetary terms, the amount of imports is 
slightly lower than the amount of exports, with a balance of $38 million compared 
with a positive balance of $9,461,000,000 for the United States, $5,358,009,000 fox 
the USSR, $2,226,000,000 for France, $608 million for Great Britain, $147 milli 

for Germany and $60 million for Canada. And this amount of imports cannot be re- 
lated to an excessive amount of purchases of war material by our Armed Forces, in 
view of the fact that, in the same period, Italy (source: "White Paper on D@ense") 
allocated 2.8 percent of its own gross national product to defense spending, com- 
pared with an average of 4.2 percent for the NATO countries, with a much lower per 
capita expenditure than any other industrialized country. 


[Question] For a long time there has been talk of the need for regulating arms sales 
abroad with an appropriate law, also taking into account the situation of tension 
existing in certain geographic areas, for example in the Middle East. In your 
opinion, what factors should be taken into account in drafting a law on control of 
armament exports? 


[Answer] In tackling the problem of legislative regulation of arms production and 
trade, factors affecting tension and factors forming an element of equilibrium 
cannot be .egarded in the same way, especially when both requirements can be singled 
out a priori both with subjective evaluations pertaining to individual countries and 
with objective evaluations pertaining to the primary destination of supplies. All 
that, if, on the one hand, it is specified for the purpose of having an accurate 
picture of the situation in quantitative terms, will, therefore, go beyond 

the aspect of the phenomenon, excessively expanded at times by a superficial eval- 
uation, on the other hand it must not excuse us from subjecting the whole matter to 
a more strict regulation. Although, in fact, the need arises for not disregarding 


& 














the presence of 4 phenomenon that cannot simply be canceled out from a commercial 
and industrial point of view, the advisability of coming around to preparing criteria 
of behavior, a8 4 specific political choice, which seem now unpostponable in the 
light of the phenomenon's constant expansion, cannot be underestimated, In this 
situation, outlined briefly, there must be, in our ovinion, legislative regulat‘on 
that will include, in an organic, coherent system, the various implications pertain- 
ing to production=<for the primary purpose of guaranteeing a preeminence of the na— 
tion's interest, ensuring full visibility of the phenomenon, avoiding excessive, 
uncontrolled expansion of the military industry==to detente and to export and move- 
ment, for the main purpose of establishing definite guidelines also of a general na- 
ture consistent with the requirements of national defense and with foreign policy 
objectives, in addition to setting up 4 system of adequate controls and penalties, 





{Question| What is the standing of Italy's industrial sector eng. ging in war material 
production with regard to the nation's entire industry? In addition, in your opinion, 
ie it realistic to talk, as hae been done several tiaos, of a reconversion of this 
specific sector to other nonmilitary production’ 


|Answer| Military production by Italian industry hae undergone 4 constant expansion 
in the last few years, accompanied by a corresponding success on foreign markets. 
The number of employees in the sector is estimated at around 90,000 and, according to 
some estimates, the whole ser’ r sakes it possible to employ over 200,000 persons, by 
means of the use of semimanufactured items and componente from third industries. Be- 
cauee of the increasing sophistication of weapons systems and also owing to the fact 
that it ie involved in the most advanced systems, the industry employs highly quali- 
fied personnel, allocating sizable funde in research and development. The fallout 
oO. that research into civilian applications is a constant fact that, obviousiy, does 
not concern merely the military industry. It makes it possible to fill the gaps in 
investment in research by the consumer industry. Together with these undoubt- 
edly positive aspects, especially if the effect on the balance of payments is taken 
into account, we cannot, however, overlook the concern stemming, aside from im- 
plications of an cuteide nature that we have already discvesed, also from the diffi- 
valt conditions under which a favorable reconversion to civilian applications can be 
srought about, especially in the event of international agreements on disarmament 
of on arms control. Because of these considerations, it has been decided to provide 
for, in addition to a sveten of prior controis on the production of weapons of war-- 
establishment of a list, establishment of a catalog of weapons, authorization for 
acquisition of patent rights sot pertaining to production self--prior authorization 
by CIPI [Intermin’sterial Committee for Industrial Policy .svrdination) for any new 
enterprise, both in the form of establishment of a new enterprise not yet incorpor- 
ated, and in the form of initiation of that kind of production by an already existing 
enterprise thet was not engaged in the production of weapons of war before the bill 
becomes effective as a law.

that this problem should be viewed in the broader field of Italy's entire military 
production includixg production intended solely for the domestic market’ 


[Anewer|] The problem of :egulation of exports is, without doubt, the more critical 
and complex problem, ‘ut it should not be isolated from the general context of a 

eet of regulations coordinated for the other aspects that we have already discussed. 
in sie reply, dated 25 October 1980, the prime minister pointed out that our military 





induatey, far from having attained extraordinary dimensions, must be capable of ex- 
porting, in order to be able to meet the country's defense requirements, The fact 
has come out from reports to the Chamber and Senate Defense Committees that our 
Armed Forces are supplied by Italian industry at a percentage equal to 20 percent 

of the total annual production and the need was stressed for having to support ite 
export capability. That makes it possible not only to decrease our dependence on 
foreign countries, but also to support the effort to seek the path of international 
agreements, so that the weapons level wi!l drop significantly in a system of mutual 
security. The following were listed among the effects caused by our export capabil- 
ity: absorption of the high costs of research and development of modern equipment 
(which could not be supported otherwise in view of the modest domestic absorption), 
with an undeniable advantage to national defense and security and faliout from ad- 
vanced military technologies into a large number of other sectors engaging in civil- 
iam production; maintenance of the employment level, which can be made possible only 
by an adequate scale of production; an appreciable contribution to equilibrium in 
the balance of payments with an inflow of valuable foreign exchange. And the part 
that Italy can play through the export of weapons systems to be used primarily for 
defense and deterrence by means of supporting nonaligned or allied cowntries for the 
purpose of maintaining a balance, detente, control over the armament delivered, must 
not be underestimated either.

STEEN URCES ACTIVE DEBATE ON NATO MISSILES IN CAMPAIGN 
Oslo AFTENPOSTEN in Norwegian 25 Jun 81 p 3 


{Text} "“Politicians' position on nuclear weapons should decide 
how people vote thie fall,” said the chairman of the parliamen- 
tary Foreign Affairs Committee Reiulf Steen (Labor Party) in an 
interview with the paper "No to Nuclear Weapons.” Steen urges 
all parliamentary candidates to publicize their views on the 
issue of nuclear weapons in the election campaign. He also 
feels the Norwegian government must take an independent 
initiative outside NATO to prevent the placement of further 


nuclear weapons in Europe. 


The Conservative Party is the only party which collectively has given a thorough 
anewer to the question about the party's position on the issue “No to Nuclear 
Weapons,” which has been sent to all members of Parliament and approximately 150 
others who appear on party nominating liste in this fall's election. “All party 
politicians seem to be vaecillating on the issue of nuclear weapons," said one 
campaign leader, Jo Becn-Karisen, who otherwise is disappointed about the poor 
response, “No parliamentary nominee has responded to the inquiry." 


At a press conference yesterday, Jo Bech-Karisen stressed that some Conservatives 
do not agree with the party's position on this issue, but did not want to mention 
any names. He said that among Conservative women, in particular, there are some 
who are positively disposed toward a nuclear free Nordic zone. 


In hie report on the Conservative Party's position on this issue, party chairman 
Jo Benkew said that since "No to Nuclear Weapons” has failed to elicit a thorough 
response from individual candidates, the campaign may conclude that Conservative 
representatives consider che decisions made at the last party congrers to be repre- 
sentative of their view. 


Jo Bech-Karlsen said at the press conference he did not consider Benkow's letter a 
dictate to party members, but that candidates obviously understood Benkow's formu- 
lation to be a request not to respond since no other Conservative representatives 
returned the questionnaire. 


For that matter, most of the Labor Party representatives who answered the inquiry 
supported the goal of the campaign. Some, Ingrid Eide among them, commented beyond 








saying juet “yee” or “no” to the three questions, Among other things, she said that 
other countries can justify an attack on Norway in the event of possible deployment 
of nuclear weapons here, 


The chairman of the Foreign Affairs Committee in Parliament and former Labor Party 
chairman, Reiulf Steen, found reason to point out that the government must also 
take up the issue of a nuclear free Nordic sone outside NATO because the zone in- 
cludes both Sweden and Finland, which are not included in the alliance. In a 
special interview in the paper issued by "No to Nuclear Weapons" in connection with 
the campaign, he said he considers Iceland part of the Nordic countries, but that 
one cannot expect everything to be done at once, 


Otherwise, "No to Nuclear Weapons" feels that responses from Center Party politicians 
must be interpreted as supporting the campaign based on party chairman Johan J, 
Jakobsen's reply, for inetance, which according to Jo Bech-Karleen favors the goal 


of the campaign. 


As far as the Christian People's Party is concerned, its representatives have been 
reluctant to respond: 


"But we feel that these politicians also vascillate on the issue," said Jo Bech- 
Karleen at the press conference. He pointed out that both the Socialist Left Party 
and the Norwegian Communist Party clearly support "No to Nuclear Weapons." 


The Progressive Party, on the other hand, opposes "No to Nuclear Weapons” on all 
points.

NONSOCTALIST LEADERS HIT FRYDENLUND ON NUCLEAR-FREE ZONE

[Article by Per Danielsen: "Unanimous Bourgeois Oppositicn--Question of Zones is Un- 
fortunate Election Issue"! 


[Text] The foremost spokesmen of the bourgeois paities differed 
with Foreign Minister Knut Frydenlund's suggestion that the ques- 
tion of the zones should be an issue in the election campaign. 

Kare Willoch, Kare Kristiansen and Johan J. Jakobsen all emphasized 
for AFTENPOSTEN that the question of nuclear-free zones in the 
north must not be turned into a purely domestic political matter. 
They pointed out that Norway must operate within a unified NATO 
strategy. 


The parliamentary leader of the Right, Kare Willoch, said that Foreign Minister Knut 
Frydenlund's published election campaign platform reveals both the Labor Party's tac- 
tics and duplicity in their foreign polity. According to Willoch, the platform con- 
firms that the Labor Party's policy on the nuclear-free zone in the north does not 
give greater security, but instead greater risks than the position of the Right, on 
which all the parties of the Storting stood together until the autumn of 1980. Kare 
Willoch adds, "The thing about nuclear-free zones, and the attitude toward NATO nu- 
clear weapons, show a lack of clear foreign policy leadership in the Labor Party. 

We are confronted by uncoordinated and partly contradictory performance from the 
prime minister,the foreign minister, the chairman of the Foreign Affairs Committee 
Reiuif Steen, and NATO-opponent Minister Sissel Ronbeck. At the same time LO [Na- 
tional Federation of Labor] has passed a resolution which is very close to the 
Soviet position, which the chairman of LO must work for in the central committee of 
the Labor Party.” Willoch seys that this is cause for concern. 


Chairman of the Christian People's Party Kare Kristiansen told AFTENPOSTEN that Fry- 
denlund's platform indicates that the Labor Party will use national security as a 
domestic tool in the election campaign. "I had not expected that of the foreign 
minister. I thought that he would see the seriousness and danger of bringing this 
issue into the election campaign,” emphasized Kare Kristiansen. 


According to the chairman of the Center Party and its parliamentary leader, Johan J. 
Jakobsen, the q m of the zones will only become a hot election campaign issue 
because of a lac -t clarity in the Labor Party line. In that case Jakobsen finds 
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it difficult to believe that that will be a good thing for the Labor Party. The 
chairman emphasized that since it ia certain that the queation of nuclear-free zones 
will be prominent in the negotiations between NATO and the Warsaw Pact, and that 
Norway will operate within a unified NATO strategy, the sone question will not be 
an eapectally important issue in the election campaign. The Conservative Party, 
Christian People's Party and Center Party have all expressed this unified position 
on the government's long-range program. The chairman of the Center Party expressed 
surprise that Foreign Minister Knut FPrydenlund already seema to discount the pos- 
sibilities of including Soviet territory in the nuclear-free zone. He points out 
that the most recent signale from Leonid Brezhnev indicate that the Soviets may be 
prepared to discuss the inclusion of Soviet territory. 


Forde in Moscow 


The chaseman of the Christian People's Party, Kare Kristiansen, is concerned that 
we are now in danger of wrecking unity on the defense question. He believes that 
elements in the Labor Party will conduct a new appraisal of national security policy, 
something that he regards as very unsafe. “The fact that NATO-opponent Einar Forde 
went to Moscow to discuss these delicate questions with the men in the Kremlin rep- 
resents a backsliding which does not look promising," said Kare Kristiansen. The 
Conservative Party's candidate for prime minister, Kare Willoch, expects that the 
Soviets will use the excuse of Forde's visit to propose a nonbinding offer which 
will create new confusion within the Labor Party and the government. Willoch said, 
"The Soviets are naturally interested in setting up special negotiations within 
Norway concerning a national security agreement outside NATO. And it is easy to 
get the Labor Party to put more into Soviet promises than actually exist there."

FRYDENLUND DEFENDS STAND ON NORDIC NUCLEAR-FREE ZONE

[Article by Per Danielsen: "Knut Frydenlund Counterattacks--Labor Party Wants to 
Canalize Nuclear Fears in a Positive Direction"] 


[Text] "The conservative attacks on security policies are con- 
sidered very unjust," said Foreign Minister Knut Frydenlund at 

a press conference yesterday. According to Frydenlund, the Con- 
servative Party takes a different position when in the opposition 
than when in the government. And Defense Minister Thorvald 
Stoltenberg said that he could foresee a split in the Norwegian 
people if the conservatives continue their verbal opposition 
policies when in the government. 


Earlier this week the unified bourgeois opposition objected to the suggestion that 
the Labor Party intends to use the zone question in the election campaign. Attention 
was especially focused on a platform which the foreign minister recently worked out-- 
a platform which has been interpreted by many as an attempt to score domestic po- 
litical points at the expense of Norway's national security interests. At the press 
conference Frydenlund did not deny that he felt the need to clarify the motive behind 
his suggestion. 


According to Frydenlund his platform got its basis in the present situation, with 
the current Soviet and Western arms buildup. This situation creates an understand- 
able fear in people, and a challenge to politicians to canalize the fear of nuclear 
weapons in a positive direction. 


Frydenilund pointed out that more and more people have demanded that the Labor Party 
explain in concrete terms what should be done. The unclear formulation of the 
party's working plan has brought complaints of a clear need for an “authorized po- 
sition." In brief, that is the background of the platform, said the foreign min- 
ister. Frydenlund emphasized that when he claimed that the question of nuclear- 
free zones in the north are a “good” thing for the Labor Party, he was thinking 
here of the results in the next Storting period, and not just the election campaign. 
"I myself would have preferred an entirely different foreign policy issue in the 
campaign. My platform on a nuclear-free zone is a serious document which was not 
intended to be an election campaign issue." 
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In AFTENPOSTEN yesterday the chairman of the Conservative Party pointed out that 

the prime minister, foreign minister, church and education minister, price minis- 
ter and chairman of the foreign affairs committee all spoke out inconsistently in 
the debate on nuclear-free zones. The foreign minister appeared not to understand 
how Jo Benkow could have reason to claim that there is divergence in the government 
on this question. Frydenlund also rejected Benkow's recommendation that the govern- 
ment must quickly come together to clarify its situation and speak with one tongue 
on national security questions. 


Just after Ambassador Jens Evensen proposed last October the establishment of a 
nuclear-free zone in the north, Knut Frydenlund said, "I am persouvally disappointed 
about Ambassador Evensen's statement, and I do not believe that he can accomplish it 
just now..." Yesterday Frydenlund explained that his expressed disappointmen' was 
not about the matter itself, but about the way in which it was presented--just before 
the foreign minister was going to have talks with Finnish leaders. 


About the conservative attacks, the foreign minister said that these were considered 
very unjust by the Labor Party. Frvdenlund said that he could prove that in every 
election campaign the conservatives used to try hard to demonstrate that the people 
could not depend on the Labor Party in national security matters. This despite the 
fact that according to Frydenlund it has always been the Labor Party which took the 
necessary steps. Knut Frydenlund mentioned for example the question of advance 
storage of American materiel in Norway. In this matter the Labor Party said yes to 
advance storage at a time when the majority of the people were against it, said 
Frydenlund. 


According to Frydenlund it was the Labor Party which has formed Norwegian security 
policies, even when the party was in the opposition in the Storting. This assertion 
was supported by references to the “emphatically passive" foreign policy of the pre- 
vious bourgeois gover. ~, “The last bourgeois government used the Labor Party's 
security policies as a basis for its own during the entire time," said Frydenlund. 


\ccording to the foreign minister it is not difficult to recall several times when 
the Conservative Party has had different standpoints as the opposition and as the 
government party. "The conservatives take different standpoints when in the op- 
position from when in the government,” said Frydenlund. Defense Minister Thorvald 
Stoltenberg, who was also at the press conference, added, "If the conservatives 
followed the policy when in the government that they are following today verbally, 
there would be a split in the Norwegian people. 


Foreign minister Knut Frydenlund made no secret at the press conference of the fact 
that the Americans are Skeptical of the proposal for nuclear-free zones. In a few 
days Frydenlwnd will travel to the United States to have conversations with the Amer- 
ican Secretary of State Alexander Haig, but Frydenlund did not want to disclose what 
will be discussed. When Frydenlund was asked to comment on Einar Fordes trip to 
Moscow, he replied, “Einar Forde will say no more than what he is authorized to say."

[Text] The Labor Party is deeply split on the questio» of 
setting up a nuclear-free zone in the north. The strong dis- 
satisfaction with the party's standpoint on this question is 
not going to be made public because of loyalty, 2 monthe 
before the Storting election. 


Defenders of the zone episode can reasonably be found among the ranks of the declared 
opponents of our traditional national security line, and also among party members who 
cling to the hope that such a zone is a step on the way to peace and disarmament. 

it is the first group which is stirring up the Labor Party people who have a fir 
foundation in our policy of alliance. These believe that the inner opposition in 
the party, when it comes to foreign and security policies, have acquired a dangerous 
amount of power in the government party. 


They express strong dissatisfaction with how the party leadership has hardled this 
matter, not the least with the solo performance in the Soviet Union after President 
Brezhnev's enticing offers. 


“Pure humbug. When has the leadership of the Kremlin respected its agreements? 
There is a whole page of the Soviet Union's broken agreements! It is unfortunate 
that the principal spokesmen of the Labor Party are playing bingo with our defense 
and security policies.” These are some of the bitter reactions revealed by Labor 
Party representatives in conversations with AFTENPOSTEN. Opponents of the party's 
position on the zone are found both locally and centrally in the Labor Party organ- 
ization. 


These puliticians reject Foreign Minister Knut Frydenlund's assertion that the zone 
is good election bait. "This thing, together with the price increases, means that 

we will lose the election. Fntirely too many conflicting and confusing statements 

have come from our people for that to be characterized as good election material,” 

it is said. 
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Furthermore there are expressions of irritation that prominent representatives of 
the government party are conducting “reed politica,” and bending with the wind, 
which for the moment seema to blow strongest inwards within the party. 


Opponents of celebrating the establishment of a nuclear-free zone have a helpless 
feeling. They emphasize that the broad consequences of this decision, if it is car- 
ried out, have not been carefully evaluated in the Labor Party. For example it is 
alleged that the matter has not been discussed and explained with organs of the 
Defense Department or with the Defense Comittee of the Storting. 


"We all ftavor working for peace, but we must never permit unilateral disarmament. 
All those who lived through 9 April 1940 felt the tragic consequences of such 4 
policy.” It is pointed owt that the Labor Party has carried out a firm security 
policy, but the party's recent actions are not satisfactory to many social demo- 
cratic representatives.

TURKMEN ON TERRORISM IN FRANCE, ARMS SMUGGLING FROM SYRIA

[Text] In a statement he gave to MILLIYET, Foreign Minister Ilter Turkmen, who will 
leave Ankar. coday to attend the OECD Council of Ministers meeting in Paris, said that 
he had not requested a private interview with the French Foreign Minister but would 
find an opportunity to talk with him about recent Armenian activities in France, in 
particular, during the course of the meeting. 


Turkmen said "we have let France know our position concerning the latest Armenian 
activities. The facts are out in the open. France is the country where Armenian 
activities, particularly terrorist activities, are most concentrated. Despite this, 
it is also clear that France has not taken effective measures." 


In reply to the question of whether or not these activities would increase following 
Mitterand's coming into office, Turkmen said: "The time is early yet to say that 
Armenian terrorism will increase in France because of the new administration. Prior 
to this cheir activities were quite intense. Many of our diplomats have been killed 
in France." 


Responding to a question on whether or not the proposal which the West German par- 
liament approved during its deliberations on a deciison concerning economic and mil- 
itary aid to Turkey, was considered binding on that government, Turkmen said: 


"The West German government has assured us that the resolution adopted in the parlia- 
ment is not binding on the government. However, this has not removed the negative 
effects left on us by the views put forth in the adopted resolution.” 


Foreign Minister Tirkmen stated that at the OECD Council of Ministers the Foreign 
Ministers would look into "serious matters including the political aspect of economic 
problems" and try to arrive at a consensus. He reported that no country, including 
Turkey, will have a specific proposal or request in this regard. 


Turkmen stated that he had had sincere discussions with the Syrian Foreign Minister, 
during his recent visit to Turkey, concerning weapons’ smuggling and bilateral 
relations in general. He summarized as follows: 
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"We took up Turkish-Syrian relations in their entirety here. The most important fea- 
ture of the visit is that it confirms both our own and the Syrians’ desire to create 
an atmosphere of true cooperation and trust between the two countries. The smuggling 
problem was among the subjects we discussed. He stated to us that Syria is determined 
not to permit che use of its national territory for activities directed against 
Turkey. On the matter of weapons being smuggled across our borders, the Syrian 
Foreign Minister said that this smuggling is an activity beyond the control of his 
government and that a great deal of contraband weapons are being smuggled into Syria 
also. He noted that they would be happy to cooperate on this matter."

Always an open 
target. 


We ourselves gust protect both the buildings over which our flag waves and our own 
people. 


Thies is our great responsibility and sacred duty to those who represent Turkey.

Of the murderers, only Yanikyan in Santa Barbara, in his 80's, has 
been arrested and he was given a modest prison sentence. Kirkoryan, who struck 
Yarguz, is the second murderer to be seized. This terrorist, an Iranian native, is 
not denying responsibility for the act. Our eye is now on Switzerland. We hope 

that the widely-praised legal system of thie nation will be on the side of the victia 
rather than the murderer. 


Switzerland hae not been a good test in previous incidents. The superficial inves- 
tigations made in connection with the bombings of our Geneva Consulate General and 
mY ,Turkish Airlines!) bureau in 1978 and 1979 reached no conclusion and the files 
were put on dusty shelves. 


The expiosion in a Geneva hotel on 3 October 1980 turned out to be an Armenian plot. 
Two Armenian terrorists, while making 4 bomb in the hotel, very close to our Con- 
sulate General, were wounded. Armenian terrorist organizations threatened Switzerland 
over a long period to gain the release of the bombers, one a Lebanese male, the 

other an American female, and in the process blew up a few places before finally 
bringing this country to ite knees. At the end of a fabricated trial the two aggres- 
sors who had built a bomb in the center of Geneva were expelled from the country. 


Our fear is that Switzerland will again, in the face of the threats that will now 
start, forget that it is a nation and surrender to extortion. Otherwise, there will 
be those who will act to fill this authority vacumn that has arisen. Wo one will 
have the right to question Turkey about irresponsible behavior, because Turkey's 
patient period has long past.

RESTRICTIONS ON WIND-ENERGY FACILITIES WOULD REDUCE OUTPUT 
Copenhagen BERLINGSKE TIDENDE in Danish 4 Jul 81 p 5 
[Article by Jens Olaf Jersild: Western Sjaelland and Lolland Wind Power Centers] 


[Text] There is no room for wind-energy facilities on the west coast of Jylland 
if one considers the farms, nature areas and public areas, The possible conetruc- 
tion of wind-energy facilities on a large scale can mainly be done only in western 
Sjaelland and in Lolland, a8 well as in a few areas at Limfjorden and in the east 
of Jylland. The consequence of such a location would be that only 75 percent of 
the capacity of the windmills would be used. 


This is stated in a report about the two [first stages of the wind-energy program 
of the Department of Energy and the electric power stations that have just been 
made public. Since the beginning of 1977 and until March of this year the Depart- 
ment and the electric power plants have used more than 38 million kroner for 
studying the possibilities of increasing the Danish electricity supply by means of 
larger wind-energy facilities. 


The studies regarding the placing of larger windmills of about 50 meters height and 
50 meters wing diameter shows that only a total of 2,000 windmills can be built in 
all of Denmark when one considers the farms, nature areas and aceas that are re- 
served for other purposes. A safety radius of about 300 meters is taken into 
account for each windmill. 


The distances are, among other things, determined based on the consideration of 
the disturbing effect of noise, but aleo the risk that a wing will tear loose and 
fall. The many facts to consider mke the placing of the windmills so difficult 
chat they would only be able to use 75 percent of their capacity. 


it the security distances would be cut down to 200 meters the Department of 
Energy and the power plants estimate that up to 4,000 windmills could be construc- 
ted in Denmark. 


The project leader, engineer Mogens Johansson, estimates that the construction of 
about 1,000 fair sized windmills will be enough to cover 10 percent of the cur- 
rent electricity consumption of Denmark. 
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Mogens Johansson: "And we normally assume that it would not pay to go above that, 
because there will always be a need for power plants to cover the consumption when 
there is not enough wind to run the mille," 


Another part of the wind power program has been the construction of two experi- 
mental windmills at Nibe. Experience shows here that the expenses of constructing 
larger windmille can be reduced by 15 percent by means of simplifying the design 
of the windmills. 


Despite several years of teats there is still great uncertainty regarding the life- 
span of the windmills, production possibilities and not least operation costes. 
Therefore the Department of Energy and the power plants want to continue the re- 
search program,

NUCLEAR ENERGY TO OFFSET RISING ENERGY COSTS

/Text/ The committee of inquiry on “future nuclear energy policy" is to deal in e 
particular with the cost and profitability of energy supplies. Agreement was \ ed 
reached on this point when the committee drafted ite working schedule. Deputy chair 
man Stavenhagen (CDU) said that the first committee (set up in the eighth legisla- 
tive term) had neglected energy costes and, therefore, the issue of the German eco- 
nomy's competitiveness. Energy price hikes must be steadied by nuclear energy in 
order to safeguard the FRG's status as an industrial location. Committee chairman 
Schaefer (SPD) agreed that the issue of profitability had to be dealt with, albeit 
linked with all other effects of certain supply structures. With the support of 

FPD deputy Laermann Schaefer wants to endeavor so to influence the committee that, 
like the first one, the broadest possible consensus is established. He holds social 
consensus crucial for energy policies. Committee member Gersten (CDU), on the other 
hand, warned of more “unsound” compromises. Stavenhagen said that it was impossible 
for him and Schaefer to close ranks because the differences of opinion were too 
great. In fact the Union considers the committee superfluous. According to the 
CDU the need is for decisions, not committees. Nevertheless the three Union repre- 
sentatives on the committee are ready to constructively collaborate. The committee 
will be able only next year to come to a decision on the fast breeder reactor in 
Kalkar on the Lower Rhine, when additional safety studies are to hand. The first 
nuclear energy committee had been set up as a consequence of the internal dispute 
about the breeder reactor. Even if the research reactor in Kalkar were to be con- 
sid red justifiable from the safety aspect, Schaefer stressed that this would not 
imply sutomatic approval for the large-scale application of breeder technology.

TEST DRILLING INTENSIFIES IN NUSAYBIN

{(Text] Ankara (CUMHURIYET Bureau) It has been learned that exploration efforts 
have been intensified and are continuing in the area of the Guney Dincer-1 well 
in the TPAO's [Turkish Petroleum Corporation] Nusaybin oil exploration field. 


According to information obtained from TPAU officials, when oil was struck at the 
Guney Dincer-\ well at 1558 meters rather than at the expected 3200 meter level, 
this sparked efforts to expand the field. The »il strike at the Guney Dincer-1 
well at a higher depth than was targeted, brought out the need for work at Guney 
Dincer's number 2, 3, 4, 5 and 7 locations (points for which test drilling had been 
planned). As the result of geologic and geophysic efforts, work was completed 

at the number 2, 3 and 4 test drilling sites at Guney Dincer and preparations for 
production were begun. 


An official from the TPAO exploration group who gave his views on the matter, pointed 
out that “efforts to change the petroleum law are on Turkey's agenda" and he sum- 
marized as follows: 


"It has long been stated by experts that because of the geologic structure, oil ex- 
ploration in our country must bo done with deep test drilling. At a time when the 
petroleum law is undergoing change and TPAO is becoming a holding company, certain 
sources--in particular those dependent on foreign capital and the private sector--are 
now claiming that TPAO cannot be very succeesful in its test drilling efforts. Yet 
the fact today is that TPAO has had great success, particularly with regard to its 
test drillings. TPAO today has a major test drilling capacity with its 38 rigs and 
can dig to a depth exceeding 4000 meters. At the Tuz Golu basin TPAO has passed 

the 4000 meter level and is now continuing test drilling at the 5192 meter mark at 
the Boyluca-l well which is targeted for 5500 meters. TPAO is conducting the test 
drilling operations entirely with Turkish technicians and Turkish workers. Geologic 
and geophysic exploration efforts were conducted by TPAO in cooperation with foreign 
experts but, despite the fact that quite a few technicians have left the country, 
TPAO test drilling and production operations are manned entirely by its own personnel.”

ELECTRICITY CUTBACKS SLATED FOR JULY 
Istanbul HURRIYET in Turkish 14 Jun 81 pp 1, 12 


[Text] Ankara (HURRIYET) Although an official announcement has not been made, the 
electricity cuts that had been eliminated at the end of March will start again at 
the beginning of July. 


Taking note of both the fact that Spring rains had brought a good deal of water to 
the resevoirs and the reduction in consumption, the two-hour daily electricity re- 
strictions in effect six days a week in 52 provinces, had been stopped. These re- 
strictions will be put back into practice at the start of July. Originally, of- 
ficials from the Turkish Electric Power Enterprise had said, when the electricity 
restrictions and cutbacks were lifted at the end of March, that “the cuts have not 
been systematically lifted and, therefore, no official announcement was or will be 
made. The electricity cutbacks have been lifted, even if temporarily, apart from 
any schedule, and electricity will be provided in the same way as long as there are 
no major breakdowns." 


The favorable water situation at the resevoirs had power plants working close to 
capacity during April, May and the current month of June, when the cutbacks were not 
in effect. However, with the advent of summer, the acceleration of irrigation op- 
erations and the considerable importance attendant to irrigation, cautious use of 
the water in the resevoirs began. Meanwhile, the stimulation of exports and the 
acceleration of cement production brought about an increase in electric consump- 
tion. Albeit minimal, a revival in industry now turned toward exporting along with 
a related increase in electric consumption, has been noted. 


Alt hough 76 million kilowatt-hours of electricity are now consumed in Turkey per 
day, production reaches 71 million kilowatt-hours, five million less than consump- 
tion. 


Officials evaluating the situation decided that "the restriction program, which had 
originally been taken temporarily out of effect without any official announcement, 
would be reimplemented as of the start of July." 


According to calculations that have been made, Turkey will consume 29 billion kilo- 
watt-hours in 1981. Of this, 25 billion kilowatt-hours will come from Turkey. Two 
billion kilowatt-hours will be met by electricity we get from the Soviet Union and 
Bulgaria while the two billion kilowatt-hour deficit will be handled by means of the 
cutbacks and restrictions to be made. 
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ECONOMIC DENMARK 


FIRST POSTWAR GNP DECLINE--In 1980 the Danish gross national product went down for 
the first time since World War Il. The decline in fixed prices was as low as 0.2 
percent but it stands out against the 3 percent increase in 1979. All other years 
the production has increased in value. The gross national product is an expression 
of the achievement of the entire Denmark population in the past year. We can call 
it the national account of 1980: Denmark lost value. As long as the Danes do not 
take inflation into account, things are going well enough. We increased our total 
production by 8.1 percent to 374.1 billion kroner in 1980. But when we consider 
fixed prices so that we bit by bit can see how much the Danes produced, there is 

a decline. The total private consumption by the Danes sank by 4.1 percent and our 
investments sank by a total of 13.7 percent. The high interest rate and the dis- 
couragement within the professional life has been of significant importance. Pub- 
lic consumption increased on the other hand. The counties, municipalities and 
government used 5.1 percent more. This explosive increase in the public consump- 
tion would have resulted in an even larger deficit in the Danish national account- 
ing unless the export companies would not have increased the sales abroad by 7.1 
percent.

RESISTANCE TO BROAD BUDGET CUTS 
Frankfurt/Main FRANKFURTER ALLGEMEINE in German 10 Jul 81 pp 1-2

[Text] Some of the ministries affected are obviously unwilling to accept the budget 
cuts decreed for the 1981 budge: by Federal Tinance Minister Matthoefer. Minister 
for Economic Cooperation Offergeld and Ministe, for Research and Technology von 
Buelow, for example, will talk to Matthoefer next week and try to have the cuts re- 
scinded. The research budget is to be cut by about DM300 million. Offergeld is as 
yet unwilling to confirm the assertion by the opposition spokesman on deve lopment 
aid (Koehler, Wolfsburg) that some DM100 million are to be cut from the development 
aid budget. In principle ali ministries are affected. Matthoefer intends the bud- 
get cuts to save a total of DM1.9 billion. 


The finance minister considers the spending freeze inevitable because he must 
achieve an overall expenditure decrease of DM].9 billion in the current year. The 
1981 budget could be balanced only with the aid of such an overall expenditure de- 
crease. The overall expenditure decrease is a budgetary tool enabling the budget 

to be formally balanced when the total of individual spending appropriations exceeds 
the total authorized expenditure provided for in the budget resolution. Evidently, 
therefore, the finance minister can only achieve the overall expenditure decrease 

in the course of the fiscal year. Consequently, after drawing up their budget plans 
all ministries had to expect subsequent spending cuts in the course of the fiscal 
year. In years past the finance minister and the various departments usually and 
mainly cut investments when it was a matter of overall expenditure decreases; in 
1981 funds for road construction were particularly affected. 


To prevent that this time also mostly investment costs are affected, the budget com- 
mittee inserted a notation in the budget to the effect that the overall savings cuts 
of DMI.9 billion should affect consumption to the amount of DM1.6 billion and in- 
vestments to no more than DM300 million. Due to this presetting Matthoefer con- 
sidered himself obligated to cut by 3 percent all “expenditure on administrative 
materials” and by 10 percent all allocations and grants not subject to legal and in- 
ternational obligations. The 10 percent cut affects many institutions and organi- 
zations which are financially dependent on federal grants. That is particularly 
serious because the ct in funds is being imposed halfway through the fiscal year, 
thoroughly confusing the budget planning of ministries and the organizations finan- 
cially dependent on them. Involved, for example, are scientific institutes and 
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organizations operating in social and humanitarian fields. We understand that se~ 
veral inatitutions will be forced to react by immediately letting go some personnel. 


Matthoefer hae left the departments a little scope in regard to the cuts. His in- 
structions to the various authorities say that, with his prior approval, departments 
may cut spending for items other than specified if cuts cannot be made with respect 
to a specific item. At the same time it is emphasized that it is not permissible 
to substitute investment expenditure. The departments are directed to inform 
Matthoefer by 3 August on the details of the intended cuts. 


SPD spokesman on development aid Holtz is vigorously protesting cuts in the develop- 
ment aid budget. Holtz told this reporter that he would battle with all his might 
to prevent development aid from being reduced. On the contrary, new financia: 
scope for development aid ought to be created. Investments in the Third World, for 
instance, could be expanded by granting interest subsidies to threshold countries 
(those in transition from developing to industrial countries). In view of the fin- 
ancial bottlenecks in the federal budget, Holtz thought, it was even more vital to 
improve the quality of German development aid. For the sake of our own interests 
he also considered it most important not to cut but raise development aid, arguing 
that development aid helps employment. A new study demonstrates that deve lopment 
aid safeguards around 100,000 jobs in the FRG.

BURDEN OF UNEMPLOYMENT, COMPENSATION GROWS WORSE

/Text/ A conflict is brewing between the Federal Institution for 
Labor and the Federal Government. Next Monday the board of d. «c- 
tors of the Federal Institution for Labor in Nuremberg will once 
again have to consider the 198] budget, although that had already 
been adopted. The reason is Bonn's refusal to give its blessing 
unless another half a billion is cut. For the self-governing 
body, composed to a third each of representatives of the trade 
unions, the employers and public authorities (Federal Government, 
Laender and local authorities), this is more than a matter of 
money; it infringes on the scope of self-government. As far as 
the Federal Government is concerned, it is imperative to impose 

a first cut on the tremendously bloated budget of the Federal 
Institution. Though Federal Finance Minister Hans Matthoefer 
lately and quite explicitly dismissed any notion of raising the 
rates of contribution for unemployment insurance (currently 

3 percent), such a raise and drastic cuts in payments are still 
passionately discussed. For that reason the FRANKFURTER RUNDSCHAU 
is publishing a two-part analysis of labor market policies. It 
begins with a study of the causes of the rise in the Federal In- 
stitution's financial woes and will be continued by way of a dis- 
cussion of proposals relating to savings and reforms. 


Dieter Mertens, head of the Nuremberg Institute for Labor Market and Job Research, 
claims to note some aberrations in the public discussion of labor market policies. 
“We are no longer discussing how to reduce unemployment, only how to cope with it 
more satisfactorily." Instead of harping on alleged abuses it is vital to have more 
debate about the enormous financial burden imposed by unemployment as such. After 
all, every unemployed person costs the economy DM20,000 annually in direct expendi- 
ture and as much again in indirect costs. 


Unease about current labor market policy is quite understandable. The Federal In- 
stitution for Labor's expenditure has almost doubled since 1977. At more than 
DM28 billion its budget this year runs to 1§ times the Hessen Land budget. The

federal subsidy in the amount of DM8.5 billion alone is double the total budget of 
the Federal Ministry for Education and Science. What is the make-up of these ex- 
penditures? 


A crude classification shows that about half the money goes to wage compensation, 
such as unemployment and bankruptcy loss compensation. Just about 25 percent is 
spent on stimlating the labor market, about 8 percent each on short-time compensa- 
tion and bad weather or winter allowances. Personnel costs account for some 1] per- 
cent. 


As regards labor market policy we distinguish four or five groups of measures also: 


— The largest amount goes to vocational training (some 11 percent of the total 
budget). The training, further education and retraining measures aim to improve the 
individual competitive capacity of the respective unemployed person and, at the same 
time, achieve greater coincidence between job offer and job demand. 


-- In second place are the work creation measures (ABM) for people with employment 
handicaps. They aim to provide additional jobs, especially in the social services. 
In the 1981 budget the percentage share of these costs is down for the first time. 


-- Wage subsidies for employers, such as integration assistance and introducto: 
grants are designed to improve the job opportunities for jobless persons suffering 
from employment handicaps. 


-- Mobility assistance (such as relocation grants) are designed to improve the re- 
gional and industrial mobility of the unemployed. 


-- Measures for the occupational rehabilitation of unemployed persons suffering 
from disabilities occupy something of a special status. Costs here have doubled 
since 1979, amounting to almost DM2 billion in 1981. 


In the first year after the enactment of the Employment Promotion Law (AFG) in 1969, 
the Federal Institution for Labor began work with a modest DM3.8 billion. The AFG 
was the consequence of the first major employment drop after the era of the “econom- 
ic miracle." The preeminent goal was the reorientation of labor market policy from 
the merely compensatory payment of unemployment relief to the active prevention and 
obviation of damage. 





The period since that time ma) be divided into three stages: From 1970-1973 jobs in 
the FRG increased by about 500,000; from 1973-1977 the numbers of employed wage and 
salary earners declined by about 1.5 million, rising again by 1 million from 1978- 
1980, so that at the end of last year there were almost as many employed wage and 
salary earners as 10 years ago. True, in the second half of the 1970's job seekers 
increased by more than 1 million, due to the steep rise in the birth rate, the de- 
cline in self-employment, the greater incidence of working wives and incoming aliens. 


Also changed in the meantime has the structure of the unemployed due to a rise in 

the so-called problem groups. The proportion of unskilled an? semiskilled jobless 
rose from 40 percent to 62 percent, of the physically handicapped from 18 percent 

(1975) to 33 percent.

1975: Radical Measures 


The first problem from this development *rose for the Federal Institution in 1975 
when, as the result of rising unemployment, a sudden gap opened in the amount of 
DM8 billion. The 1975 budget structure law redressed this deficit by radical mea- 
sures. The rate of unemployment contributions, for example, rose from 1.7 percent 
to 3 percent, moneys for occupational training and unemployment assistance for en- 
trants were cut. 


in 1976 Bonn politicians attempted to deal with unemployment by using the carrot and 
stick method to increase the mobility of the jobless. Various subsidies were to 
facilitate relocation; longer waiting periods, the more stringent applica .aon of 
criteria for job acceptability, and so on, were to lower the c!cims of the unemploy- 
ed. By now the point has been reached when an unemployed person getting a new job 
earns on the average DM1U0 less per month than before the loss of his original jub. 
The “downward mobility" desired has therefore come to pass. The change to .e noted 
in labor market policy consists in the fact that. for the first time, the causes of 
unemployment were sought primarily among those affected. To cite Mertens, it was 
intended more efficiently to organize the existing unemployment. 


Early 1977 we saw the last surge of Keynesianism relating to economic and employment 
policy. The future investment program and a special aid program for the construction 
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industry were designed te provide additional jobs by creating government demand. 
The jobe actually added by the program up to the end of 1980 are estimated to have 
amounted te 250,000. The end of 1977 saw the replacement of spending policies by 
the tax relief program. 


1979: Offensive 


in 1979 Labor Minieter Ehrenberg began 4 “placement offensive” by issuing the fifth 
and (s0 far) last amendment to the employment promotion law. Another 1,600 vocation~ 
al counselors and placement officials were hired and vocational training once more 
given greater encouragement 


These main pointe of labor market policy were joined in recent years by various 
special programs, two of which are worth @entioning: The 1976 special program for 
the severely handicapped, which interfered in the hiring autonomy of employers by 
imposing an obligatory quota=-the firet and eo far last such intervention except 
for the half-hearted antidiserimination law adopted last year. 


The 1979 epecial labor market program, on the other hand, was dee gned purposefully 
to promote regions where unemployment was above average. 


in the p 2 yeare the legislator imposed several additional assignments on the 
Federal Institute for Labor, involving expenses some of which appear in the 198! 
budget for the firet time: 


— Pension ineurance contributions for the unemployed (in 1961 roughly DMD billion). 


— Continved unemployment compensation payments in case of sickness. Up to the end 
of 1980 such payments were made by the health insurance institutions (DM2 billion). 


— Taking over the major share of occupation rehabilitation from tune pension insu- 
rance institutions (DM2 billion). 


== Last year's measures of the integration program for aliens (0N200 @illion). 


As 4 consequence of the first two items the Pederal institution quest now pay 
68 ofenr (@ ta additional cosets for every Demark of unemployment compensation, c 
pared with 31 p*ennie 3 Years ago. 


ip to 1973 the initial goal of the employment promotion law--to prevent rather than 
administer unemployment=-resulted in a rise of expenditure on active labor mar«et 
policy from ®% percenc to W percent of the total budget. This percentage has since 
steadily declined to about 23, while compensatory expenditure--seuch as unempl »yaent 
compensation and assistance, amounting to 24 percent in the year of the first oil 
ctisie=-has now do bled ite share. Since 1975 spending on job creation meosures 
has increases sbowe average because it was acknowledged that it is virtually the 
only tool the federe. Inetitution has for creating additional jobs. 


The cost of rehabilitation aleo has risen substantially in the past 3 years. The 
trade wnione give thie reason: Additional etress in the working wor'd and the 
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growing trend to dismiss etaff in case of sickness have meant 4 jump in the sume 
bers of disabled unemployeso and, consequently 4 steep rise in the cost of their re~ 
habilitation. The employers, on the other hand, claim that more and more of the 
jobless have noted that they are better of f financially in rehabilitution than in 
normal retraining. 


Decreased in the years 1975-1979 hae the percentage of money spent on occupational 
training; sinee then it has begun slowly to rise again, and thie rise is expected 
to continue. Another relative decline has occurred in personnel and administrative 
costs a8 well ae the bad weather and winter allowance, the latter, though, with 
notable fluctuations depending on weather conditions in the various years. 


As regards the heading “measures to promot hiring," the percentage of wage cost 
subsidies for employers has risen, while that of mobility aid to employees has de— 
clined. lt is generally assumed that the reason of thie rising expenditure is to 
be found in the fact chat “wage se :beidies act like a drug=-to achieve the same ef~ 
fect the dosage must constantly be raised" (Gerhard Bosch, DGB Research Institute). 
In recent years, therefore, the length of the subsidy period as well as the amounts 
were increased from 60 percent to 80 percent for certain groups of unemployed. 


With regard tc ite labor market measures the Federal Institution points out that 
they succeeded in lowering unemployment by quarter of a million last year; 100,000 
secure jobs are accounted for by short<time work. Hovever, thie calculation is 
actually based on wrong premises, because the relief was largely confined to the 
pertoe of the respective measures; very few permanent jobs resulted. Achieved was 
no more than the steering of the “dietributive battlh" between the various groups 
of the labor market in favor of the problem groups. 


Depending on the point of view the rise in the Nuremberg financial deficit is va- 
riously interpreted. It seems decisive, though, that in 1973 121 contributors paid 
for each recipient and only in 1980. Every additional jobless person not only 
meane an increase in the payments of unemployment compensation but also a decline 
in revenues from contributions. The failure of the economy and of economic policy 
at one and the came time doubles the cost of unemployment.

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*PRINCLPLE AGREEMENT’ PROBLEM FOR COMPANI |: NOTED 
letanbul MILLI GAZETE in Turkish 10 Jun 8) p 2

[Text] Turkey ie a country capable of economic growth. The ability to realize 
in the true sense this capability, boletered by tich underground and surface 
resources, favorable climate, geopolitical situation and a large work force, may 
be limited only by time on one hand and, on the other, by an atmoephere favorable 
to the accomplishment. 


However, circumstances demand Turkey's economic growth. And in order that thie 
growth may be sound, it has to be set on a sound foundation at the organization 
stage. A commercial establishment strangled by bad organization and bureaucratic 
red tage can have no hope of success. 


Doubtless state encouragement and regulations also play an important role in suc- 
cess in addition to the efforte of the entrepreneurs. in thie context, it is 
nececcary to provide facilities to entrepreneurs at the start-up stage if new 
entrepreneurs are to be attracted. 


The topic with which | am basically concerned here has to do with the drafting 
and registration etage of company principle agreements. A prior condition is that 
agreemente be drafted so as both to protect the rights of the partners and to 
leave no room for .egal interference and misinterpretation. I would like to go 
into the matter further, however, and discuss along with thie prior condition the 
need to draft principle regulations for prospective businesses and to bring some 
order into the registration stage of these regulations, prior to efforts on 
ensuring the legality and rationality of principle agreements. 


Preparation of Agreements 


According to existing regulations, the first thing entrepreneurs wishing to organ- 
ize as 4 company do is draw up a principle agreement, attach identification and 
residency statements, criminal records and commercial qualification documents to 
the agreement and send it all with an application to the Ministry of Commerce. 
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Principle agreements at thie application stage are notarized and, after examina~ 
tion by the @inietry, are returned to the applicant for registration and noti- 
fication, 


Blockage of the establishment whose registration and notification procedures are 
then complete ie permitted to be resolved and the company is 4 company. 


it ie well to mention here certain noticeable irregularities in this legal pro- 
cedure, however. The principle agreements of almost 411 companies have the same 
headings, They are, in order, organisation, title of company, headquarters and 
branches, purpose and intent, terms, capital, administration, selection and qual- 
ifications of comptrollers, general board, notices, voting, modification proce- 
dures, documents for submission to the ministry, accounting period, monetary 
reserves, profit distribution, date of distribution of profit and dissolution. 
The thinge under these headings are, again, prescribed by law and most are ueually 
the same, Every entrepreneur hae to go through thie procedure, which is repeated 
hundred of times, have the repetitions notarized, present the procedure to the 
Ministry of Commerce for examination, be approved and announce and register the 
litany of repetition. He has to have 4 iot of money. This procedure is time- 
consuming,causing lose of work, money and facility. 





Firet, the above iteme are drafted anew for every pompany oad 4 emall error at 
any stage means, in the end, delay in establishing the company and loss of time 
and soney through having to repeat the process. Moreover, the need for agreement 
adjustments results when certain provisions are not drafted or are drafted in 
abbreviated form, thinking them too detailed for the preparatory stage. And this, 
too, causes lose of time and delaye in schedules. Constant adjustment increases 
the risk of paper-work foul-upe at both the company and the ministry, and cor- 
rections bec se expensive at the announcement and registration end. 


Also in such agreements, sorting out and correcting the matters which are sie- 
understood or Likely to be misunderstood or stated incorrectly because of their 
having been prepared at different times by different people increases the red 
tape at the sinietry and exhausts the entrepreneur. 


Aliso, the word-for-word publication of these agreements, Like thousands of other 
agreements, in the commercial register is another waste. 


Solution 


Tne ‘ollowing measures gay be considered from the standpoint of monetary savings 
and reducing @inistry procedures and for the guidance and convenience of the 
entre -reneur: 


Sample “type” agreements and forms should be developed by the ministry. In this 
vay, the applicant can choose the type he wants or the one closest to what he has 
in mind. If he wishes he will be able to correct, alter, delete and add, 
according to regulations of the Turkish Commerce Law, articles in the type of 
agreement closest to what he has in sind. 








All registration, approval and announcement procedures te be made either as to 
notarisation, at the Commerce Registration Directorate, at the ministry or in the 
commercial register will be Limited to the articles added, alcered or deleted on 
the form, 


Thue with ideal agreement types on which the ministry would comment only on these 
altered articles, cases in which the entrepreneur overlooks certain features at 
the beginning and has to modify the bylaws later will be largely prevented by 
those features’ having been clearly stated in the agreement “type.” In addition 
to the economy, convenience and elimination of red tape, these procedvres will 
also be quicker, While Lightening the commercial register's announcement load, 
they will aleo reduce the clutter in the organisation's files. And that is 4 
further savings. 


There is no question of the type agreements’ limiting the entrepreneur's freedom 
of choice because, a6 explained above, the entrepreneur would have the right hen 
selecting the best type agreement for hie own purposes to make the necessary mod- 
ifications according to the terme of the Turkish Commerce Law. 





Certainly thie would provide certain facilities aleo for the ministry, whether in 
company classification or oversight. Stereotyped phrases and repetition would be 
avoided and everyone would be spared, as well, the need to repeat what others had 
already done. Adoption of such 4 practice, soreover, does not require any new 
legal arrangements. The ministry could leave the choice of whether to use the 
type agreements, which it would have its experte draft, up to the entrepreneur. 
If thie were the case, though, everyone would choose these sample agreements in 
order to avoid the risk of having their drafte returned from the ministry and 
whewssary notary and commercial register expenses. 


The form iteelf may be thought of as a two-page, file-type document containing 4 
summary of the standard application documents. The form could leave blank spaces 
for the name of the company, ite headquarters, partners’ names, their obligations, 
a copy of the bank letter related to the amount paid and blockage of this money, 
approved location and copies of partners’ identity papers, commercial qualifi- 
cation and criminal records. 


Appended to this form would be a separate, semiprinted form (Annex 1) stating the 
goals and purposes of each organization, with blank spaces for the addition of 
especial entries besides those which would apply to almost «11 companies. Annex 2 
would contain the articles to be added to the type agreement. Annex 3 would be 
for deletions from the type agreement and the articles which would replace then. 
Annex 4 would List the firet executive board and comptroliers. 


Bach form would have « title in large print at the top indicating the type of 
agreement to which it applied. 


Many company files are still waiting today at the Ministry of Commerce or being 
returned because of mistakes in words or phrases or omissions, and time is lost 
through special meetings for the addition and registration of articles not thought 


of at the beginning. 


Such an arrangement would be convenient for everyone. The times require that our 
administrators either proceed with such a system, which is perhaps not ideal, but 
better than the present one, or develop a perfected system. I hope that the action 
needed will be taken as soon as possible.

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ECONOMIC DILEMMA OF VILLAGE ACRICULTURE SURVEYED 
Ankara ARAYIS in Turkish 6 Jun 61 pp 16, 17 


[Text] Starting from the first iseue ARAYIS hase constantly focused on agricultural 
problems. The contraction of agriculture, until recently, has not only brought 
our economic development to 4 dead end but has gradually aggravated our social 
probleme. 


The never ending debate over che issue of industrial versus agricultural 
development, which etarted during the period of planned development, has imposed 
an impediment on both the economy and our villagers. 


"The Turkish agricultural potential” wae discussed and proposals were offered even 
in the first iseve of our publication. 


The firet and the @ost important condition for consistent and balanced agricultural 
development is the preparation and implementation of an agricultural plan suitable 
to the realities of our country. 


A planning model of this kind wae worked out during 1978-79 in .he Ministry of Food 
Agriculture and Animal Husbandry. This model, which was prepared according to 
ecientific data and the realities of our country, can be taken a8 4 starting point. 


This eubject was discussed in the fourth iseue of ARAYIS. 


A comprehensive production plan for our agricultural potential gust be made as 
e00n ae possible in order to render the labor of our villagers mre effective, 
both to the benefit of the farmer and the country as a whole, and it gust be 
implemented in a manner best suited to insure that it is supported by our 
foreign trade agreements over the long run. 


Considering the importance of the subject we see benefit in pointing out once 
again that it is compulsory, in the best interest of the country, that the 
institutions concerned start their agricultural production planning with urgency. 
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Initial Impact 


The fireat impact of the economic mdel which was put into effect at the beginning 
of 1980 began to be felt with the increase in fertiliser prices. 





With the decision of 29 January 1980 the entire economy and production was 
abandoned to the fluctuations of the market. 


The firet of these decisions, increased by 600 percent, the price of fertilizers, 
which effect the agricultural yield by 35 percent. 


Agricultural chemicals and inputs like seeds, breeding stock and mixed feeds 
which are supplied by the state have been increased by 200-300 percent. 


Only half of our farmers were able to use these inputs ive to the large scale 
increases in prices, and those who were able to use them were unable to do so in 
suffictent quantity. The basic reason for the decline in agricultural production, 
in spite of favorable weather conditions since the beginning of the year is the 
reduced amount of inputs utilized and other economic measures taken. 


ARAYIS has emphasized these matters in past issues and in pointing out the decrease 
in agricultural production has indicated the necessary measures to be taken, and 
we shall continue to do so. 


Sugar Beets 


The decrease of sugar beet acreage by 19 percent, a per hectare production of 

7.47 thousand tons, and a decrewe of sugar beet production by two million metric 
tons and imports amounting to 14 million T.L. are the consequences of the economic 
policies which have been followed. 


Why? Because farmers have been unable to get enough advance payments and could 
not use sufficient fertilizers. Due to the increase in prices only 41 percent of 
the sugar beet fields were treated with pesticides. Subsurface water was not 
utilized sufficiently and maintenance was inadequate. On top of all this farmers 
have been saddled with a tax burden just at this juncture. 


The minimum price set for sugar beets was not satisfactory for the farmers and 
payments for the 1980 crop have been paid to them in installments stretching into 
February 1981. 


This mistaken policy followed with respect to production had its impact on the 
consumer as well and sugar prices were increased four times during 1980 to 
control consumption. 


As a result of persisting in the same incorrect policy in 1981 sugar prices have 
recently been increased once again. 


Tt ‘ted burden to Turkey due to the economic policies which have been followed 
am « to 14 billion T.L. because of sugar beets alone. 
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Animal Husbandry and the Ogal Policy 


Shortcomings in the economic modes have had their effect in animal husbandry as 
well, 


The meat and Fish Establishment, totally disregarding the constant rise in prices 
of chicks, feed, medicines and petroleum, set chicken meat prices below cost and 
brought bankruptcy to two-thirds of the chicken farm operations. Consequently, 
in Ankara where 600,000 thousand chicks had previously been marketed only 100,000 
find buyera today. Ae for Turkey as a whole a 50 percent decrease is expected 
in the 1961 total production of chicken meat, in comparison with 1979. 


Furthermore cattle and sheep raisers have not been able to endure the difficult 
conditions of the economic model and have started to abandon their activities and 
to close down their operations. 


Under free market conditions, and due to the economic model being implemented, 
a relationship and balance has failed to be established between animal feed and 
meat prices, and the same is true between mixed animal feed and raw material 
prices. No efforts have yet been made to establish such a relationship. 


The producer is using 150 T.L. worth of feed at today's prices to obtain 1 kilogram 
of live weight. The buying price of the Meat and Fish Establishment is 240 T.L. 

for processed weight. This corresponds to 140-150 T.L. per kilogram of live 
weight. Under these circumstances the state establishment seems to be trying to 
buy the output of the producer only at the cost of the feed, disregarding the 
producer and other costs. 


Operation of the slaughter houses and cold storage facilities belonging to the 
Meat and Fish Establishment at one quartter capacity must be accepted as a natural 
consequence of such a system, which has no counterpart in any other country. 
Consequently the Establishment, which has the capacity to supply 50 percent of 

the Turkish requirement, has only been able to reaca 10-15 percent of the 
domestic market, a really sad index figure. Thus it should not be a surprise 

to find that there is a crisis in the supply of quality red meat in Turkey in the 
near future. 


The Milk Problem 


horeover, for the first time in the Republican period the purchase price of an 
agricultural product has been reduced without any rationale for it. The Turkish 
Milk Industry Establishment, which is a state organization, dropped the price of 
milk which they buy from the producer from 26 T.L. to 19 T.L. The same establish- 
ment, following this decision which left the producer in a difficult situation, 
increased the price of its own products, thereby placing the consumer in a bind 
as well, and in this way it tried to rescue its own position. Before these 
aecisions were taken the State Production Farms increased the price they charged 
for their animals by 200 percent, and the Feed Industry, which is another state 
organization, increased their feed prices 200 percent. 
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Undoubtedly these establishments, which have been losing millions of T.L., should 
be given direction. However this should not be accomplished by forcing the 
producers into bankruptcy. 


These decisions, which concern all of our people, have encountered a great 
reaction. According to information received efforts have been initiated to correct 
the unjuec practices of the Turkish Milk Industry Establishment in behalf of the 
producer. If this can be accomplished it will please the producers. 


In the 13th issue of ARAYIS our experts submitted proposals which could bring about 
solutions to the problems of both the milk producers and the Establishment. We 
believe such a solution will save the producer and the Establishment as well. 


Correction of the inequities in taxation of agricultural incomes, rectifying the 
mistakes which have been made, reviewing the other agricultural problems discussed 
in ARAYIS would be considered a hopeful development from the standpoint of Turkey 
and the Turkish farmer.

RISE REGISTERED IN LSTANBUL PORT REVENUES 
Istanbul DUNYA in Turkish 1 Jun 81 p 5 


[Text] The Haydarpasa Port, operated by the Turkish State Railways, took in 

2.4 billion liras in 1980 and spent 500 million liras. Haydarpasa's revenues last 
year were higher than the combined revenues of the Iskenderun, Mersin, Samsun, 
Bandirma and Derince ports, also run by the Turkish State Railways. 


Haydarpasa has also shown a large increase in revenues collected as the result of 
its activities in the first 5 months of 1981. The port's revenues for the first 
5 months of 1980 were 610 million liras, a figure which rose to 1.104 billion 
liras in the first 5 months of 1981. 


Haydarpasa has 350 square meters of sea area and 250 square meters of ground 
surface. The water depth varies between 4 meters and 10 meters. The port has 10 
docks equalling 1,800 meters which can handle 9 5,000 DWT ships at once. 


Haydarpasa also has 23,000 square meters of bonded warehouses. 


Construction of the Haydarpasa Port began in 1977 and was estimated to cost 850 
million liras. Construction of the second mole is scheduled for completion in 
1984. The port's present capacity of 1.5 million tons will rise to 3.5 million 
tons when the new mole enters service and this will handle Istanbul's needs for 
the next 15 years. 


An an importation port, Haydarpasa generally handles industrial goods. 


Adquaately equipped for loading and discharging cargo, Haydarpasa Port has 23 
electric dock winches, 13 mobile winches capable of lifting 3 to 70 tons, 10 
trailers each able to move 20 tons, 5 tractors and an adequate number of tugboats 
and tenders. Appropriations have been amde from the port budget for the techni- 
cal items needed now and after the new mole goes into service, and all the pro- 
cedures are almost completed as well for their pubchase within the scope of the 
$75 million in aid appropriated by the World Bank for modernization of Turkey's 
ports. This plan also includes container storage equipment for Haydarpasa Port, 
7 dock winches with a lift capacity of 5 to 35 tons and forklifts for use inside 
containers. These will be brought to the country and put to work when the mole 
construction is completed at the end of 1982[as published]. 
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The technical means to handle containers does not presently exist at the port. 
Below=docks work to prepare for gantry cranes is the first stage and must be com 
pleted before proceeding to other stages. It is thought that this procedure will 
be undertaken with a 35-ton dock winch which allows access to either side of the 
ship. 





There is one 35=-ton stationary dock winch and four 25-to-70-ton Lift capacity 
mobile winches which will be capable of loading and unloading container ships. 


Including the ship posts which work in two shifts with 20 during the day shift and 
10 at night, there are 1,000 personnel and 800 workers employed at the port. Of 
these workers, 455 unload ships, 140 work at sea and the rest are employed in 
maintenance, Authorities say that the number of employees will increase when the 
new mole is completed. 


The port also has four silos, designated A,B,C, and T [as published], which belong 
to the Soil Products Office and have a combined capacity of 72,000 tons. There 
are also pneumatic tubes to allow the loading of 5,000 tons per day from these 
silos. 


Authorities have pointed out that around the end of 1980 a coordinated working 
order was set up among the official organizations (Monopolies, Soil Products 
Office, Customs Directorate, Customs Guard Directorate and Port Directorate) 
inside the port, the work flow was streamlined, bureaucratic easements were formu- 
lated and, as a result, container carriage has greatly increased, new container 
companies have begun conducting business at the port and customs procedures for 
loading containers onto ships have been made more efficient. 


Although some of the goods held for clearance at port customs are sold at public 
auction, the tonnage involved in this is not excessive. 


Istanbul Port 


The Istanbul Port Administration, run by the Maritime Bank Transport Corporation, 
had a profit of 1,3 billion liras in 1980, as opposed to closing out 1979 with a 
550 million lira loss. This figure is expected to increase even further in 1981 
as the result of recent decisions adopted by the government. 


The Istanbul Port, which services passenger and cargo vessels, has the ability 
to load and unload both on shore and off shore. The port has five docks, con- 
sisting of Salipazari, 627 m long and with a water depth of 10 m; Karakoy, 601 m 
long and 7.1 m deep; Sirkeci, 237 m long and 6 to 6.5 m deep; Sarayburnu, 103 6 
long and 6.5 to 7 m deep; Komur (Kurucesme), 370 m long and 5 m deep. Karakoy, 
Sirkeci and Sarayburnu handle passenger ships and Salipazari, cargo ships. When 
the tourist season opens, if there are too many tourist ships, they put in at 
Salipazari if there is space available. 


As to goods handled, Istanbul Port is an import port. Salipazari has four tran- 
sit warehouses and three sheds. 
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The open area at the port is 232,849 m¢ and the enclosed area is 15,427 m2. These 
areas will hold 92,000 tons of cargo and 8100 automobiles. As for bonded areas, 
Salipagari hase 30,175 m open and 8,094 m2 enclosed; Karakoy (20) has 4.448 m2 
enclosed; Camialci (62), 5,356 m2 open; Haskoy (63), 6,465 m¢ open and 960 m2 
enclosed; Haskoy (66), 2,555 m2 open; Haskoy (67), 5,267 m2 open and 1,925 m2 
enclosed. Also, Gostepe (10) has 49,000 m of open storage capable of holding 
2,500 automobiles, Ortakoy has 5,196 m2 of open storage capable of holding 500 
automobiles, Emirgan (9) has 9,835 m¢ of open storage capable of holding 900 auto- 
mobiles and Sefakoy (80) has 120,000 m* of open storage capable of holding 4,000 
automobiles, 


The Istanbul Port receives cargo from all parts of the world, consisting primarily 
of export-oriented industrial products such as steel, chemicals and factory parts. 
The usual export from the port, which lacks container facilities, is grain. 


The pilotage service, which is one of the Istanbul Port Administration's profit- 
able services as to foreign exchange, is expanding. As large ships upwards of 
300 gross tons have to receive pilotage, these ships are required to pay the 
pilotage fee whether the service is used or not. Pilotage is thus the Istanbul 
Port Administration's largest source of income. 


The Istanbul Port has 12 cranes, 62 forklifts, 74 launches, motor boats, tugs and 
shear huiks and 169 nonmotorized tramps, barges and lighters. These old and anti- 
quated means of loading and unloading cause frequent foul-ups with procedures 
delayed and ships having long waits at the docks. 


Maintenance sheds have been set up at the port to keep this equipment in repair. 
On-shore vehicles are maintained at the Salipazari Maintenance and Repair Shed 
and sea-going equipment by the repair ship "Mudanya" and at the Balat shed. 


The port authority is working toward improvement and replacement of this equip- 
ment and a large part of the World Bank aid will go for this purpose. 


Crews are assigned at the port by type of loading-unloading procedure, and the 
number of crews is constantly changing.

TAX AUDITING GETS UNDERWAY 
Istanbul CUMHURIYET in Turkish 2 Jun 81 pp l, 7 


[Excerpt] Ankara (CUMHURIYET BUREAU) -- The payment period for the first install- 
ment of prepaid income taxes by commercial earners and independent professionals 
was extended to 15 June. On the other hand, Real Estate and Death Duties, due as 
of the close of business yesterday, [as published) and the Management Tax Law 
also went into effect yesterday. 


Nationwide tax auditing began yesterday for the purpose of ensuring proper imple- 
mentation of recent changes made in the tax laws by the NSC [National Security 
Council]. The audits, to continue all year, include monitoring of the movement 
of goods, of workplaces and of invoices, records and other documents. 


Tax Audits 


The tax auditing, begun yesterday to promote familiarity with the new tax laws, 
reportedly will be conducted under a three-pronged approach and "will not be a 
one-time practice, but continuous." 


According to information obtained from Finance Ministry authorities, the basic 
purpose of the tax auditing begun yesterday in light of the tax laws adopted as 
of 1 January 1981 is to "prevent unfair competition." The audits -- initiated 
especially to monitor, in view of wage earners' tax "deduction at the source,” 
whether and how much the other sectors (independent professionals, merchants, 
industrialists, farmers, etc.) pay, as well as to prevent unfairness within those 
sectors themselves -- are all-inclusive through the combination of the following 
three methods: 


Movement of Goods 


1. Monitoring of all movements of goods. Two methods were developed for this 
purpose. First is to send auditing agents to factory exits and second, to city 
entrances. This is the "shipping bill" method. The tax auditors monitor the 
"shipping bills" at factory exits or city entrances or those of loaded vehicles 
leaving factories or entering cities. These shipping bills state the destination 
of goods leaving a factory. Ina similar way, the bills of lading carried by 
loaded vehicles entering cities show the destination of the goods. Thus the type, 
amount and destination of goods is determined by means of bills of lading. Once 
the destination of the goods (retail store, workplace) is thus identified, the 
income to be derived from the sale of the goods there is also indicated on the 
shipping document. The tax category is derived accordingly. With the infor- 
mation obtained from shipping documents, authorities say, all movements of goods 
in Turkey will come under the scope of taxation. 
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Workplace Audits 


2. The second auditing method involves “workplace audits," to include everything 
from butcher shops to villages. Tax auditing of workplaces began aa of 

31 May 1981 (day before yesterday) and involves auditing the documents required 

by the new tax laws. Workplace audits will reveal “hether tax records are kept 
and whether tax lists are exceeded, Authorities point out that all finance agents 
are authorized for this sort of audit and say, "No workplace in Turkey will go 
unaudited.” According to information obtained, there may be four or “ive auditors 
going to the same place of business within a month. 


Invoices, Records 


3. The final auditing method involves tax audits of invoices, records and other 
documents. For example, an auditor will go to a doctor's office and obs sve how 
many patients he has. This will be done four or five times a month. In this way, 
an average daily number of patients will be determined. The daily patient average 
will be multiplied by the fee to determine the doctor's annual tax category and 
resulting amount of taxes to be paid under the provisions of the new law. This 
procedure will be developed on the basis of invoices and records for sales busi- 
nesses. 


Finance Ministry authorities pointed out that initial results of the auditing 
begun day before yesterday will be obtained in a month, but added that the audits 
would continue uninterrupted all year. Those found in the audits to have avoided 
paying taxes wil. be fined or imprisoned in accordance with the recently adopted 
law. To give these sentences validity early on and to prevent loss of time, 
authorities describe legalization of the “tax courts" now on the NSC agenda as 
the “completing link of auditing." 


.ith the new Income Tax Law which has just gone into effect, a prepaid tax system 
is introduced in Turkey for the first time whereby all taxpayers other than wage 
earners are responsible for paying their taxes in advance. It is reported that 
payment of the first installment of prepaid taxes, which have been subject to var- 
ious complaints, will not be extended again after 15 June, and taxpayers are 
reminded that they must pay their taxes by this date. 


The management tax, which went into effect yesterday, is payable at 3 percent. 
Workplaces subject to the management tax will pass the tax on to their customers 
and will pay it quarterly. They will subrit their tax statements to the rele- 
vant tax offices by the 25th day of April, October and January. The management 
tax computed will also be paid within this period. 


On the other hand, those subject to the management tax will submit statements for 
May by 15 June as before and statements for June by 25 July. That is, management 
taxes collected by them during June will also be paid within this period. 


Those subject to the management tax will be fined 1,000 liras if they fail to dis- 
play a notice visible to customers stating that they are subject to the tax. Cus- 
tomers who shop at these establishments are required to show retail sales receipts 
unca demand. Customers who fail tv show such receipts will be fined 100 liras for 
each occurrance.

[Question) How do you appraise the current international situation and the 
prospects of detente. What main pathe in the activity of peace forces does the 
Finnish Communist Party eupport’ 


|Anewer)] The Finnish communists and the entire world public follow with serious 
apprehension the devolopment following the Helsinki conference, Comrade Aarne 
Saarinen stated. Of course there exist positive results and examples. The con- 
ta ts and cooperation between Finland and the Soviet Union could, for instance, 
be examples of relations between states with different social systems. Were 
peace in Burope and the world to depend on Finiand and the USSR alone, then we 
would certainly have 4 lasting peace. However, .he danger ie created by the NATO 
pact, »y ite fewerieh armament and particularily the resolve to deploy new nuclear 
weaoons in Western Furope. Againet theese plane 411 nations gust be mobilized for 
energetic activity. Practically the whole of public opinion in Pinland is against 
these plans. We are striving te enable the process of political detente to 
develop and to be complemented by practical etepse toward ending feverish arma- 
@ent and for disarmament The ®oet important task of mankind today is the gain- 
tenance of peace, the halt of the armament race and the transition to decreasing 
the sumber of weapor At the same time certain individuals think that they can- 
not influence the trend of dewelopments. Therefore it is the task of communists 
and al) peace defenders to convince people and to inspire them for joint activ- 
ity, since joint actions and 4 strong public opinion of many nations can signif- 
icantiy contribute toward reversing the current dangerous development. That is 
why in our country, too, various forms of protest against the NATO plans are 
being deve loped 
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[Question] How are the peace proposals adopted by the 26th CPSU Congress being 
received in Finland? 


|Anewer] The Seviet Union's proposals have been favorably received, Hecause, 
in fact, they concern 4 matter which interests every Finn=-the security of the 
European North, We also support the proposals to create a nuclear-free sone 

in that part of the continent, on the basis of guarantees by the nuclear states. 
The Finnish president suggested such an initiative as far back as 1963, and at 
present support for this proposal is alee strengthening in Norway and Denmark, 
which are NATO countries, Thus there existe a realistic hope that a favorable 
result could be achieved,

[Question] What are the main taske on which the party'« activity is focused 
after the Ninth Congress’ 


[Anewer]) As was already said, it is primarily the fight for peace and detente, 
Comrade Seppo Toiviainen underscored. The endeavor to create a nuclear-free 
zone in Northern Europe and support for the fight against dangerous U.S. and 
NATO plans to deploy new nuciear missiles in Western Europe are our most impor- 
tant taske. 


For the party's further activity it is important to fulfill the other congress 
conclusions, too. The political line must be sharpened and the party's unity 
consolidated. The congress has provided good prerequisites for this. For in- 
stance, the political document--the Central Committee's report--or else the lat- 
est work of Comrade Taisto Sinisala, the party's deputy chairman, called "The 
Anewer Is a Leftwing Policy,” are both materials blueprinting our further activ- 
ity.

Oa thie happy occasion we cannot fail to be reminded of the cordial welcome 
received by our party's delegation which visited your great country in April Last 
year and of the importance of that visit in reestablishing relations between our 
parties after 4 considerable break. 


We wieh to further develop our relations which are sot directed against anyone 
else, using a8 our method the observance of gutual autonomy and frank discussion 
that does noc conceal differences and even divergences with the aim of seeking 
understanding and cooperation between our parties, in the interests of our peoples 
and of the cause of world peace and progress. 


The 60th anniversary of the PCI and the CCP both occur in 1981. This date reminds 
us of the rich, difficult and glorious history of your people's struggle, under 
the communist party's leadership, to free themselves from colonialisa, 
imperialiem, feudaliem and capitalism and to build 4 new and socialist society and 
estate in China. The present PRC, committed to the hard and just effort to become 
4 @ajor modern country, is the result of this struggle which is an integral part

SOCLALIST=LEFT CHAIRMAN: PARTY NUST DISTANCE [TSELF FROM LABOR 
Oslow NY TID in Norwegian 3 Jun 81 p 9

[Text] "With the Labor Party's new profile under Gro Harlem 
Brundtland and Einar Forde, it is more important than ever 
for the Socialist Left Party (SV) to distinguish its policies 
from those that are actually carried out by the Labor Party 
(DNA). This must be done quietly and objectively through 
concrete criticism of DNA's program and practices, by distin- 
guishing between the government party's words and actions," 
Berge Furre said at the SV party congress last weekend. 


The Socialist Left Party chairman began with the political situation, tackling the 
so-called "Gro Wave" and change of leadership within the Labor Party. He emphasized 
the Labor Party has changed its appearance and that it appears as if the Socialist 
Left Party and the Liberal Party have had to yield to the Labor Party in the 

opinion polls. 


"Unsure voters do not base their change of party on solid political analyses, but 
rather on quite fleeting impressions. Hence, the Labor Party's new image helps to 
legitimize DNA as a better party than it once was with respect to voters who 
normally support SV," said Berge Furre, stressing that the new situation demanded 
certain changes in SV's position. He said it this way: 


"As long as DNA was involved in a difficult internal crisis and as long as everybody 
perceived DNA leaders to be bureaucratic and Conservative-oriented, there was not 
much need to distance ourselves from DNA. Doubtful DNA people could best be influ- 
enced by aiming the big guns toward the Conservative Party--indirectly hitting the 
Labor Party. They could identify with SV because we were a better spearhead against 
the Conservatives. Since DNA has now conquered the internal strife and new young 
faces cover up the political crisis within the party, it is more important than 

ever for SV to distance itself politically from DNA-—because the difference is no 
longer as directly visible as before."

Berge Furre wants to establish a sharper SV profile vis-a-vis the Labor Party's 
policies, using concrete examples and pointing out all the areas in which the Labor 





Party and SV differ, now as before, not least with respect to security policy and 
the question of government cutbacks and belt-tightening measures, 


But, already at the outset, the Soclalist Left Party chairman pointed out what these 
efforts must not do, 


"We must not break the cooperation with those in the Labor Party who agree with us 

on important issues and who oppose the Conservative line, We must not stop attacking 
nonsocilalist parties and we must not go back to the old nonsense that a DNA-govern- 
ment and a Conservative-Party government are equally good alternatives," he said. 

"We oppose DNA's policies, but the Conservative Party's are worse as a government 
party," 


Berge Furre also felt the long-term outlook for Liberals in Norway could be encour- 
aging because the Labor Party congress as well as the National Labor Organization's 
(LO's) congress showed that the Social Democratic labor movement has now developed 
a lively ground plan which dares to oppose and to vote against the leadership. But 
Short term, the new situation could cloud the picture, giving the impression that 
the Labor Party now has better policies than it actually does, "This is what 
demands a clear demarcation of SV's profile prior to the election," he said. 


Dif ferences 


In his opening statement, Furre complied with his won request to concretely outline 
the differences between the two parties, He dealt with the issues of peace, soli- 
darity and equality, He clarified five basic points in Norway's military policy on 
which SV and the Labor Party disagree: 


"Firstly, SV says “no" to nuclear defense of Norway, while the Labor Party says 
"yes"--in wartime, 


Secondly, SV wants a treaty-established nuclear free Nordic zone without the condi- 
tion that other areas must also be included in the control of nuclear weapons, 

while the Labor Party sees the nuclear free Nordic zone as part of a larger solution. 
While SV wants an independent Norwegian and Nordic initiative, the Labor Party wants 
a NATO initiative, i.e. zone, if Ronald Reagan agrees. 


Thirdly, SV wants to remove the bases for U.S.-supported nuclear strategy in Norway, 
while the government continues to permit the development of new bases, "The 
government includes Uncle Sam's rabbits," was the expression used by Berge Furre. 


Fourthly, SV wants to reduce armaments in Norway, while the government continues to 
increase defense spending. Our armament expenditures make Norway the only NATO 
country that has complied to the letter with the United States’ demand for forced 
armaments. 


Fifthly, SV opposes the placement of new nuclear weapons in Europe, while the govern- 
ment supported the NATO resolution to acquire such weapons in December 1979. 


Public Benefits or Belt-Tightening Measures 
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With respect to economic policy, Berge Furre emphasized that the distinction between 
SV and the Labor Party concerns the uee of oil revenues, DNA wants to use the 

money in such a way that it will lead to belt-tightening measures and public poverty. 
They want to use the money for things other than public benefits, while SV prior- 
itizes public benefits, While the Labor Party has money to increase military 
spending, provide tax relief for high-income people, reduce investment taxes and to 
establish minimum taxation of the oil companies, SV wants to tighten up on defense 
spending and owner profits in order to expand the health system and to maintain the 
welfare state, 


Berge Furre also made reference to the outcome of the belt-tightening measures: 

Closed hospital units; people waiting in line for years to get into hospitals; growing 
lines in front of sanitarivms; enormous lines waiting to get into nursery schools; 
lines in front of school gates while youth unemployment continues to rise; munic- 
ipalities on the brink of collapse, bankruptcies; increasing pressure to break the 
health system's free-of-charge principle and pressure to introduce tuition, 


"SV's profile is clear on these issues," he said and pointed out the same is true 
of the housing and environmental policies. "In the 15 weeks be.ore the election 
we must differentiate between these policies more clearly. 


"Labor Party leaders have given voters the impression the party has changed its 
policies. That ie not true and SV must distance itself more clearly from the 
government party,” said Berge Furre during the SV party congress last weekend.

POLL SHOWS » ~~ VOTERS SATISFIED WITH BRUNDTLAND ON JOB 


Oslo AFTENPOSTEN in Norwegian 24 Jun 81 p 3 


[Text] Prime Minister Gro Harlem Brundtland has received 
rather good "marks" for her job as prime minister so far, 
according to an opinion poll taken for AFTENPOSTEN by the 
Norwegian Opinion Institute: Only 15 percent said she is 
doing a "very good" job, but all of 10 percent gave her a 
“fairly good" mark. Some 56 percent of the Conservative 
voters admitted that Mrs Harlem Brundtland is doing a 
"fairly good" job. The corresponding percentage for Labor 
Party voters was 59, 


Some 15 percent of those questioned were of the opinion that Prime Minister Gro 
Harlem Brundtland is doing “fairly poor" work, Some 5 percent characterized her 
work "very poor" and 5 percent "didn't know." The poll was taken last May and is 
the first in a series of polls that will be featured in AFTENPOSTEN between now and 
the election. 


Labor Party voters were most pleased with the prime minister's job: some 34 percent 
characterized it "very good." Next came Socialist-left Party (SV) voters--8 percent 
of them said “very good," followed by Christian People's Party (7 percent) and 
Liberal Party voters with 4 percent. Only 3 percent of the Conservative Party 

voters said "very good." The figures representing the category “fairly good" are 
more interesting. Liberal Party voters headed this category with 86 percent. The 
corresponding figure for other parties were: Center Party (Sp) 71, Christian People's 
Party (Kr. F.) 64, Socialist Left Party (SV) 62, Labor Party (AP) 59 and the Con- 
servative Party 56 percent. 


If we look at the percentages under the negative characterizations, we get the 
following picture: Among Conservative voters, some 31 percent said the prime 
minister is doing "fairly poor" work, Next comes Sp with 21, Kr. F. with 20 and SV 
with 15 percent. Ten percent of SV voters said Mrs Harlem Brundtland is doing “very 
poor" work. The other parties followed with even lower percentages in the “very 
poor” category. 


Both sexes feel approximately the same about the prime minister: some 77 percent 
women used the mark "very good" or "fairly good," while the corresponding percentage 
for men was 74, Some 15 percent of both sexes used the characterization “fairly 
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poor.” Separating the responses by age does not change things significantly: young 
and old held about the same opinion of the prime minister. The same was true with 
respect to family income, However, if we look at geographical divisions, we find 
that those questioned in South and West Norway were more inclined to give the prime 
minister good "grades" than were people in other parts of the country. Some 80 
percent of those questioned in South and West Norway used the mark "very good" or 
"Fairly good." For Oslo/Akershus the corresponding percentage is 72 and for the 

rest of East Norway 76,

SOARES LOSES SOME GRASS ROOTS SUPPORT

[Text] Last minute reports received yesterday by O JORNAL from several Socialist 
Party [PS] deputies contradict the partial results of the elections for delegates to 
the PS Congress of Federations published in the official organ ACCAO SOCIALISTA, and 
disclose a trend toward a recovery of positions on the parc of Mario Soares’ 
"opponents." 


The latest data were obtained by these deputies from the 23 electoral districts on 
the continent and islands, and there is every indication that the lists associated 
with the former PS National Secretariat may win the leadership of nearly half the 
Federations all over the country, contrary to the conclusions drawn from the data 
initially submitted by ACCAO SOCIALISTA. 


For example, in Coimbra, where the incomplete initial results indicated another 
victory for Mario Soares, it was ascertained that the PS secretary general ended 
up losing the majority. The new majority ot delegates for this district is headed 
vy Fernando Vale, and is backed by Antonio Arnaut and the Labor Left. 


"About-Face’ 


Ia Braga, where the first results pointed to victory for Mario Soares’ "New Direction’ 
movement, there was another "about-face," and the list of Mesquita Machado (president 
of the Braga Chamber) managed to achieve a considerable gain over the competitor. 


A great gain for the lists associated with the former National Secretariat was also 
made in the Azorean districts of Angro do Heroismo and Ponta Delgada, from which 
there were not yet any clearcut results as of Wednesday. In the first district, the 
process was headed by Joao Miranda; and in the second, by Avelino Rodrigues.

[Text] The Constituent Assembly comes on the Turkish agenda 
this month.

Cevherit This nation will be governing itself tomorrow. There is no other way, 
No one says there is any other way. Im that case, if the nation will be governing 
iteelf tomorrow, it can also write its own constitution. Lf it does not have the 
ability to write ite own constitution, how then can it govern iteelf? This is 
the dilemma, if the nation writes ite own constitution itself, history cannot 
place the blame or responsibility on any person or group, a6 is being done today. 


What Kind of Constituent Assembly 


Question: A new constitution will be written, and the constituent assembly will 
write it. Former members of parliament will not be involved. tn your opinion, 
what should the constituent assembly be? 


Gunes! Look, gy friend, the provisions of a constitution are not what makes it 
valuable, but whether the citizens and the political parties, which are a fact of 
life, identify with the provisions, even if deficient and wrong. The 1961 Consti- 
tution is, in principle, a good, democratic and civilized constitution. But this 
constitution had a birth defect. The 27 May Constituent Assembly was composed 
generally of RPP members. Because the constituent assembly was composed of RPP 
members, the constitution they wrote became a political battleground for the JP, 
which replaced the DP. The fault in the 1961 Constitution is not in ite content 
but in the fact that one of two major political trends in Turkey took the front 
againet it for political and psychological reasons. The vitality of a constitu- 
tion depends on whether the political and social powers unify insofar as possible 
around that constitution. 


Cevheri: The important thing is not whether former members of parliament join the 
onetituent assembly, but whether the nation writes its own constitution with its 
own hand. Although the 1961 Constitution was written by a constituent assembly 
which was partly elected and partly appointed, the nation did not identify with 
it, even though it was passed by referendum, because it did not reflect the 
feelings and thoughts of the majority of the nation. Yet the greatest guarentee 
for the future of any order is not the strength of the body which designates it, 
but the approval of and adoption as ite own by the nation to which it belongs. 


Question Still Out 


juestion: Part of our question is stili out. You did not answer the question: 
What kind of constituent assembiy’ 


Sunes: A constituent assembly from which the political and social forces are 
excluded is incompatible with the facts | pointed out above. 


Cevheri: tit is wrong to see the nation as an infant which is able to walk only 
alter beine carried everywhere and protected. That repeats the gistakes of the 
east and etill ende in failure and disappointment. No one should worry but that 
the nation, in the large majority, knows itself and the things which plague the 
state quite well and always comes through. It is not necessary or useful to 
shut it up, which is impossible anyway. And since no such ciaip exists, the 
nation iteelf should formulate its own basic order. That is, the constituent 
assembly should be elected. ‘No one should worry but that the nation knows best. 
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And What Kind of Formula 


Question: We know the circumstances in Turkey. By what kind of formulas might 
the political .orces enter the constituent assembly? 


Gunes: A constituent assembly is what one calle an assembly elected by general 
vote, Eesentially, 4 constitution=-drafting assembly is in fact an assembly 
equipped with superior powers up to writing a cometitution, An assembly which 
techuicaliy drafts a conetitution, however, cannot be called a constituent 
assembly in conetitutional law. 


Cevheri: The participation of political parties in an election for the constitu- 
ent asseebly may not be considered a condition. For instance, this may happen: 
As political activities today have been halted and frozen, electoral circles in 
Turkey are divided into specific representative numbers according to a specific 
eriterion, For example, the basis could be the number of members to come from 
the provinces in List 2 appended to the Law for Election of Members of the 
Republican Senate No 304. This is a total of 150. Everyone, whether a party sem- 
ber or not, could participate in the election as independents.

New Polarization 


Question: Mr Necmettin Cevheri, let us suppose that an election were held for the 
constituent assembly. Would there not be polarization, division into camps and 
tension after a month or two? Pre-12 September conditions would return, would 
they not? 


Cevheri: In my opinion, thie is a wrong way of thinking, because the pre-12 Sep- 
tember troubles did not originate in parliament. There are 5,000 deaths in the 
pre=l2 September picture. And there are the people who killed them. Where is 
parliament in this? Among the ones who killed or the ones who were killed? To 
theorize that polarization, division into camps, tension and pre-12 September con- 
ditions would return with elections is to consider democracy equal with anarchy 
and terror, and this is fundamentally wrong. 


Minds and Mentalities 


Question: Me Turan Gunes, you said, “It does no good to change the constitution 
without changing minds and mentalities.” 


Gunes: Yes, I did. 


Question: Then would a “new environment" be created by banning former parliamen- 
tariane of thie mind and mentality, taking away their rights permanently or for a 
while? 


Gunes: It would not. 
Question: Why? 


Gunes: Firet, the business of mind and mentality is a matter of environment, not 
a personal matter. All DP members were banned from the new assembly after 27 May. 
it backfired and the political environment grew even worse. When I said in the 
Conetitution Committee of the constituent assembly that such bans would backfire, 
some members told me to my face that | was defending my friends because I had been 
a DP member. I hope their ears are ringing, but I was right. I have many friends 
who were ill-treated purely because of such bans and who entered the assembly as 
soon as the ban was lifted. Turkey needs a climate of peace to bring about under- 
standing and reconciliation between social forces and political forces, not a 
poisonous atmosphere to bring out hatred, arbitrary mistreatment and feelings of 
revenge. 


People Make Mistakes 


Question: Mr Necmettin Cevheri, we have come back to the same topic. The sounds 
of pre-12 September gunfire are still ringing in our ears. It is necessary that 
this atmosphere not be repeated henceforth. What are your comments on this? 


Cevheri: People, administrators make mistakes. They have faults. It is impos- 
sible to find in history, however, nations that made mistakes. They always do 
what is best. Now let us get to what you are worried about. There are countries 
which have defeated terrorism within democracy. Turkey's problem is not that par- 
liament is polarized, but that the country should have to be governed under an 
arrangement which is jealous of democracy. The fault is not in democracy. The 
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fault ie in the tormulation of an order which does not allow the state bodies to 
function on behalf of the nation, Lf the fault is in democracy, why should we 
be working e#o hard to return to it? 


Those Whe Want cto "Get Out of Ie" 
Question: Mr furan Gunes, is parliament culpable or not? 


Gunes: Certainly, it is. In fact, three months after 12 September, I wrote that 
everyone should conduct a self-criticism. Everyone's account should be placed 
before the public. Thies is another problem. 


Question: How would we tell those more at fault from those less at fault? 


Gunes: My friend, this may be understood in that some of my distinguished col- 
leagues who, like any member, have the stamp of parliament on them now occupy 
ministerial positions because they were considered blameless after 12 September. 


Question: To put it in a nutshell, what kind of constituent assembly, what kind 
of election? 


Gunes: Of course, it is impossible to form a constituent assembly by general 
election in the present atmosphere. What | am trying to say is: Look for ways to 
ensure an ‘icmai ummet" [consent of the community] on the constitution which will 
emerge. 


Question: What does this mean’? Are you abandoning pure Turkish? 


Gunes: "“Icmai ummet" is a term from Islamic law. It is the consent of society, 
to use current terminoloty, on some point. One point is now obvious, is it 

not? it is obvious, is it not, that people who have an eye to political life in 
the future and also have some influence, whether former parliamentarians, veteran 
oar iamentarians or prospective parliamentarians, have a tnedency to shy away 
from the constituent assembly in order to protect their reputations for the 
future So there you are. 


Last Round, Laet Words 


Question: Mr Necmettin Cevheri, we have come to the “last round.” Do you have 
some last worcs on the constituent assembly? 


Cevheri: The most important problem today is to rebuild the siate on a sound 
foundat ton. 


Jue S8.ion: How | 
Cevberi: In my opinion, there is only one way. Return to the ultimate source. 
That is, if the greatest of Ataturk’s principles is carried out in the Year of 


Ataturk, everything will work out. 


Question: That is, the constituent assembly shouid be elected? 
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Cevheri: Yes. 
Question: Do you think this is possible? 


Cevheri: The electoral rolls in Turkey were pretty well reformed, owing to the 
general electoral census conducted on 29 July 1979.

NSP TRIA!, CONTINUES WITH ERBAKAN DENIALS 
Istanbul CUMHURIYET in Turkish 13 Jun 81 ppl, 7 


[Text] Ankara (CUMHURTYET Bureau) At yesterday's hearing at Military Court Number 
One for NSP [National Salvation Party] Chairman Necmettin Erbakan and 33 members 
of the NSP General Ruling Council, requests for release submitted by Erbakan and 
seven of his colleagues, all of whom are under arrest, were rejected. 


After the reading of the files which constitute the suit, Temel Karamollaoglu stated 
that he had not made a speech at the Islamic Youth Camp which had been set up in 
Cyprus, but that he had chatted in English with the young people there. Emphasizing 
that he had not made the speech, as had appeared in newspapers, Karamollaoglu re- 
quested his release. 


Necmettin Erbakan, for his part, claimed that he had not given any sort of state- 
ment, nor had he granted an interview, to MUNTESIL EL ISLAH magazine, which is pub- 
lished in Dubai. Erbakan stated that he had later received a letter from the maga- 
zine's owner in which the owner apologized to him and said that the interview had 
been the product of someone's imagination. 


Later on, the reading of documents concerning Mustafa Yazgan, a member of the NSP's 
General Managing Council, continued. Yazgan said that he had written the book 
entitled "Hicri 1400 Hitabesi"’ (Hegira 1400 Address] but added that the fact that 
the book was written from right to ieft did not carry with it any religious ain, 
rather it was done that way to be different. 


Yazgan stated rhat the views contained in the book had been expressed at the meet- 
srganiced by the MTTB [Turkish National Student Union] on 8 December 1980. He 
edded that thic talk was aimed at directing youth toward the fields of ideas, cul- 


ire and the arts rather than involvement in anarchic activities. Sevket Kazan 
eaid chat he had not given a talk in Rotterdam and asserted that tape recordings 
annot be considered as evidence. He stated that the existing tape recordings were 

sabotage and an arrangement. The court committee unanimously rejected the request 


for release submitted by Erbakan and his seven colleagues and postponed the hearing 
to a future date so that the witnesses can be heard and the documents in the files 
read.

ROUGH SKETCH OF CONSTITUENT ASSEMBLY DRAWN 
Istanbul CUMHURTYFT in Turkish 14 Jun 81 pp 1, 7 
[Article by Yalcin Dogan) 


[Text] Ankara--In his speech in Amasya the day before yesterday, Head of State 
General Kenan Evren touched on one of the most wondered-about subjects of recent 
days: the Constituent Assembly. 


Before taking up the links which the Head of State stressed, “Constituent Assembly- 
First Assembly-Political Parties", it is useful to take note of some concrete in- 
formation. The question on everyone's mind is the same: How will the Constituent 
Assembly be formed?.. 


Originaily, various reports and commentaries on this matter appeared in different 
press organs. But now there is a rough sketch which shows the general direction of 
the work being done in the National Security Council [NSC]. This rough sketch may 
be changed again later or it may be put into effect as is. That is another subject. 
If in fact an evaluation were to be made aimed at shedding some light on the current 
situation, the form that has come out would reflect approximately these character- 
istics: 


l--The Constituent Assembly may be composed of a bilateral structure. The first 
section could be formed with representatives from the provinces and the second with 
members directly from the NSC's ranks. The thing that comes to mind here is this: 
How will the members from the provinces be selected? 


If there are no changes made, the Constituent Assembly members from the provinces 
will be chosen by means of commissions set up in each province. The governors will 
be the chairmen of the provincial commissions. The commissions will conduct an 
election from among candidates according to population. For example, for every 
500,000 persons, one Constituent Assembly member will be elected. For provinces 
having less than 500,000 in population one member will be elected. For every sub- 
sequent 500,000 in population a new election for a member will be held. As an ex- 
ample, if Iscanbul's current population is five million, there will be 10 Constituent 
Assembly members from Istanbul. That's why importance is being given in Ankara 
these days to the census results. It is not yet certain how many representatives 
wil, oc elected from the provinces; because the populations of the provinces are 
being reexamined. 
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2=-There will be members chosen, as well, from the ranks of the NSC, distinct 

from those representatives from the provinces. The number of these members will 

be "one for every three members from the provinces". Consequently, the exact number 
of members of che Constituent Assembly is known right now, because the number of 
provincial membere is not certain, For example, if the total number of members 
coming from the provinces is 99, add 33 members from the NSC ranks to this and the 
Const ituent Assemb!y is composed of 132 persons. If the number from the provinces 
is, for another example, 120, the NSC will add another 40 persons to this and the 
Constituent Assembly will then be made up of 160 persone. 


An evaluation or a rough sketch concerning the form and shape of the Const ituent 
Assem>iv's basic structure contains principles in their general form. 


Another aspect of the matter was touched upon by Head of State Evren in Amasya 
the day before yesterday: the relationship between the political cadre and the 
Constituent Assembly. And beyond that, the cadre's connection with the First 
Assembly, to be formed by means of a general election following the Constituent 
Assembly. 


The Matter of the Politicians 


The point which Evren stressed is quite clear: There is no place in the Constituent 
Assembly or the subsequent First Assembly for the party leaders and directors of 11 
September. Therefor, those parliamentarians who, on 11 September, were not directors, 
may be able to secure a place in the Constituent Assembly and the subsequent As- 
sembly. Nevertheless, those in the 11 September parliament who had connections with 
political parties will, in all likelihood, be barred from becoming members in the 
Constituent Assembly. But those in the 11 September parliament who had no ties with 
any of the political parties will probably be permitted to be Constituent Assembly 
members. 


Local Directors 


er implication of this announcement may be the return of the parties to the 
‘.rectors of their local organizations. Since the Head of State spoke of the 
“political directors in the parties” can it be that those in the top ranks of the 
yreanizoational cadres of the political parties will, on the basis of this announce- 
ent, be able to obtain the right to participate in the First Assembly which is to 
fe Llow the Conetituent Assembly. The answer to this question is not yet clear... 


fact is that other than the information the Head of State gave on these matters 


is nothing further on them. 
when One Becomes a § the Constituent Assembly 
here is no information available on another subject. For instance, can members 


in che Constituent Assembly then take a spot in the subsequent First Assembly?... 
Will such a limitation be placed on the Constituent Assembly members? This point 
is not yet clear either. 











What Will Be the Standards? 


There is another point. What qualities will the members in the Constituent Assembly 
have, both those members from the provinces and those from the NSC ranks? Which 
standards will be considered and based on what criteria will the members be elected. 
This too is one of the matters under study. 


We think that the formation of the Constituent Assembly, followed by “how” this 
Assembly will operate and according to which “internal regulations" it will be run, 
will all be worked out following the work on the structure of the Constituent 
Assembly and it will all probably be announced to the public at the same time. 


One can deduce from the preparations now underway that definitive announcements 
concerning the Constituent Assembly "may be made within a month".

JUSTIv ICATION FOR 'SOLDLERS' COMMITTEES’ ATTEMPTED

Committees To Organize" ] 


[Text] "There is no army without discipline,” Charles Hernu, new minister of 
defense, recently explained to justify his warning against soldiers’ committees. 
This assertion could be countered by another, however: There is no true democracy 
as long as a category of citizens is deprived of their most fundamental human 
rights. This idee-force by itself summarizes the essence of more than 7 years of 
activities by the soldiers’ committees. 


The minister of defense takes exception to the soldiers’ committees "as they have 
been described to him." if his interlocutors have spoken to him of secret 
societies striving to destroy the French military capability there should be no 
grounds for concern. To our knowledge such committees do not exist. By broaden- 
ing his sources of information Minister Hernu would learn that the committees are 
formed by soldiers merely having opted, whatever their very diverse opinions may 
be, to claim the dignity and rights recognized as belonging to all other citizens 
ind that they do so in clandestine manner only because no other alternatives are 
ivei_avle to them, 


A New Climate 


[f the soldiers’ committees had not reflected, despite difficult conditions and 
indiscriminate repression, the deep-rooted dissatisfaction of draftees, would the 
"ery rare concessions granted to improve military life even have started? Where 
then does the sympathy enjoyed by the committees in the barracks, the bases, ships, 
and the labor union movement (as was evidenced once more this year with the warm 
welcome they received during the 1 May demonstration in Paris) originate if not 

om the fact that their existence represents a real and irreducible need? That is 
hat the adwinistration of Jacques Chirac had learned the hard way in 1975, a 
government whose attack on the soldiers’ movement was broadly deemed to be un- 
rounded and antidemocratic.

Thus, then, because of the resolve of the minister of defense the soldiers’ commit- 
tees may be threatened with dissolution. Banned since their appearance on the 
grounds of a regulation of general discipline hardly in keeping with the Constitu- 
tion, this is not a new situation for the soldiers’ committees. 


It is all the more regrettable as the soldiers and civilians, attached to demo- 
cratic freedoms, expected that a new environment would be created for them who, 

in their large majority, were favorably disposed toward the political change which 
occurred on 10 May 1981, 


The statement of Charles Hernu contradicts the experience of many activists of the 
left who, during and following their service in the army, have often participated 
in the struggle for the democratic rights of soldiers. The minister's statement 
does not use the same language as the Socialist Party's plank and the bill calling 
for the reform of the draft which was filed last year by Socialist deputies in- 
cluding Charles Hernu. This bill was relatively vague regarding guarantees of the 
rights to be granted to draftees. But the discussion revolves much more around the 
question of the right to organize, about which it would be pointless to recall that 
it is, for every type of individual in society, the only means to make known his 
problems and to win respect for his most fundamental freedoms. 


Sad Legacy 


How can a framework of discussion be vested with legitimacy if the interested 
parties who are slated to take part in it cannot discuss beforehand, together, 
freelv, and in complete independence, and cannot express themselves without con- 
straints and pressures from their organizational superiors? 


It is this fact, as well as the need to guarantee regular leave, which were re- 
called by the postcard-petition which wes the topic of a national campaign 
launched by soldiers’ committees in eastern France during the presidential elec- 
tions and supported by the League of Human Rights, the CFDT [French Democratic 
Confederation of Labor], FEN [National Education Federation], the Movement of 
Socialist Youth, the Christian Workers’ Youth, the Rural Movement of Christian 
Youth, UNEF [National Union of French Students], the Free Thinkers’ Association, 
the Union in Struggles, and others. This postcard-petition will continue to cir- 
culate, to be signed and sent to the French president. 


The continuation of serious problems effecting all the draftees will also entail, 
let us not doubt it, the circulation of demands and collective measures by the 
draftees. 


When Valery Giseord d'Estaing was the president of France, the repression of the 
soldiers’ committees was, in the eyes of democratic opinion, a symbol of the 
distrust of soldiers and beyond that of the youth. Was it indispensable that the 
new minister take over this sad legacy? Indeed, the latter certainly does not 
reflect either the obligations of his office or the popular hopes which have 
evidenced themselves since 10 May 1981. 
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
